Bituminous Coal, 

The first bituminous coal mined In 
the United States, stntes the United 
States geological survey, was taken 
from what is usually termed the Rich¬ 
mond baslu, n smnll area In the south¬ 
eastern portion of Virginia, near tbe 
city of Richmond. This basin Is situ¬ 
ated on the eastern margin of the 
Piedmont plateau, thirteen miles above 
tidewater, on the Jnmes river. It lies 
in Goochland. Henrico, Powhatan and 
Chesterfield counties. The coal beds 
ore much distorted, and the coal 1 h of 
rntbor low grade when compared with 
that from other districts with which 
it has to come Into competition. The 
occurrence of coul was known in the 
Richmond basin as early as 1700, nnd 
In 1789 shipments weru made to some 
of the northern states. At present 
what little coal is produced in this 
field is for locnl consumption only.— 

Scientific American. 

Movement of Icebergs. 

In the investigation of the currents 
round the const of Newfoundland It 
has been observed that there is at 
times a wide difference In the direction 
of the drift of Icebergs nnd that of the 
flat or pan Ice. which, hnvlug no great 
depth, is governed in Its motions by 
the surface currents nnd tbe winds, 
whereas the icebergs, the Inrger parts 
of which are submerged to a great 
depth, follow only the movement of 
the ocean water ns a whole nnd are 
uninfluenced by the winds. In conse¬ 
quence n huge berg mny often be 
seen majestically maintaining Us slow 
advance In opposition to tbe wind and 
across the general motion of the fields 
of flat Ice surrounding It, The seniors 
often tnke advnutage of this fact by 
mooring their vessels to mi iceberg 
in order to prevent n drift to leeward.

CLASS HISTORY 

WRITTEN BY MISS DOROTHY S. EMMONS 


It hns been Mid of Ed ward Everett 
Halo that he could write the most In¬ 
terest lug history of bygone days, for 
the simple reason that when note¬ 
worthy events were lacking he would 
draw upon hla Imagination to create 
marvellous and unheard-of incidents 
with which to entertain his readers. 
Would that 1 might be allowed the 
same privilege, for I fear some of our 
history may seem uninteresting to 
those who have not played an active 
part In it. 

There are very few of our class 
today. I am sure, who could give a 
lucid account of that far-away period 
in which, (to quote the class of 1907, 
we figured as Just having gnaduateo 
from “the age of long dresses and go- 
carts, and having arrived at the stage 
of pity fully bashful and extremely 
green young men and women." But 
however green and bashful we may 
have been, nevertheless we had the 
honor of being the largest Infant 
class that ever entered the austere 
portals of the Newton High School. 
We Immediately showed that we could 
■wield other Implements besides rat¬ 
tles, for with hlB marvellous manipu¬ 
lations of the tennis racquet Hall won 
for us (the tennis championship. 

As became children of such tender 
years, we had an unconquerable 
weakness for ice cream; and how we 
used to crowd around that ice cream 
■cart nrt. recess! Each one clamoring 
for his favorite color—white, brown 
or pink! After we had consumed the 
oool delicacy (at the risk of our con 
stltutiona), we had a Axed habit of 
going the rounds of our intimate ac¬ 
quaintances to borrow ten cents, 
wherewith to pay for our indulgence. 
Those were good old days! Our debts, 
as well as our cares, weighed lightly 
upon us. “Bat today, for tomorrow 
we die." was one of our mottoes. 

However, in spite of the trials and 
tribulations of every day life (includ¬ 
ing those five weeks’ reports), we 
succeeded in electing our class offi¬ 
cers and soon began to feel right 
proud of our school. 

Thus a year slipped by. and as yet 
no budding genius had appeared. 

The next fall we returned to be¬ 
come sophomores—and how small 
'the freshmen did seem! How help¬ 
lessly they wandered thru the maze 
of corridors, on a quest almost aa full 
of hardships as that of the Holy 
Grail—the quest of their respective 
rooms. We never made such ludicrous 
mistakes! At least, if we did, it was 
long ago in the freshman extetance, 
considered no doubt as prehistoric. 

Our class officers were ohoBen and 
a class pin selected. As this was the 
very best pin a class ever had, it was 
but fitting that it should be worn by 
the very best class that ever was! 

Again the championship in tennis 
wias won Tor us by Woods and we re¬ 
joiced over the fact that the football, 
baseball and track ohampionships 
came to Newton, as In the year be¬ 
fore. At the class meet, however, we 
werre doomed to disappointment. We. 
the sophomores, came forth from the 
contest with a goose egg! 

In December, 1907, the school lost 
a kind friend and beloved teacher, 
iMr. George. Although most of us 
had known him only thru our upper 
classmates, nevertheless we realised 
what a powerful man had passed from 
among us. To -Mr. Thomas, our class 
owes a hearty vote of thanks for the 
interest and patience with which be 
has aided ub in the classroom, thL 
debating clubs and on our school pa¬ 
pers. 

During our sophomore year Mr. 
Adams went abroad and Mr. Davis 
filled admirably the place of head 
master. 

In Tlie spring of 1908 several en¬ 
terprising girls or our class organ¬ 
ized u baseball team, which, under 
the unparalleled coaching of Ix>uh>. 
did Home excellent work. Viiforiun- 
ately there was no oilier team with 
which to compete, ulthough I bellevt 
there was some talk as to the ad¬ 
visability of challenging some of our 
baseball starB. No other team wan 
needed, however, to make tilings ex¬ 
citing! Why, if every other time the 
pitcher did not throw a curve and 
disable some of the fielders, the girl 
at the bat would make wild runnings 
of the air. and if by chance the ball 
hapijoned In the way of the waving 
bai, the aforesaid girl would utter un 
ear-splitting shriek, throw her bat. 
endangering the life of the individual 
who held catcher’s position, und race 
to first—on a foul! I might add that 
there were no noses or arms broken, 
but that would take uway borne of tlie 
professional air. 

Meanwhile the name of 1910 was 
beginning io ap|K*ar in the Review— 
a roitaln Kmart boy being the cour 
a geo us pioneer to explore the fields 
of liierature rinding that no notice- 
aide harm was received from drop¬ 
ping manuscript into that mysterious 
looking Review' box, where by some 
unseen mechanism the material go»»., 
dinifl trying process mot a drying pro¬ 
ve:'. .though you might think so), and 
then appeal>. In awesome black and 
white on the pages of the Review, 
o’tier aspiring individuals tried tlieii 
luck, but with leas success. 

Another year had passed. Then 
with brave heart?- we reappeared up¬ 
on the field to assume the added 
caii/s of college exams mid lhoreas- 
mjf social functions. With bravo 
hearts, I say, for did we not have 
candy sales and Mr. Marshall s pro¬ 
verbial cocoa and doughnuts (three 
lor live), to fall back upon when the 
boilzun loomed dark before u« and 
our hard-worked brains demanded 
nourishment? 

We elected our class officers and 
then our well meaning treasurer de¬ 
vised darkly laid plans whereby each 
member of the class should offer up 


small sums of 2a cents regularly 
Then the tax'leaped to 50 cents! Bin 
this being our parting gift to n flora 
the seniors well earned refreshment, 
we gnve willingly, for we knew that 
the same good deed would be done 
for us this year. 

Feeling the pressing need of ora¬ 
torical ability the girls formed a de¬ 
bating club, which bade fare to rival 
that of our masculine friends, though 
the latter important individuals de¬ 
clined to admit it. 

In March, 1909. occurred the girls* 
first annual gymnastic meet, under 
the management of 'Miss Shepha.ld- 
son and Miss Westgate. The en¬ 
thusiasm with which the girls took 
up the project is cited by the Instance 
of one of our usually sober and Bedate 
young maidens, who knowing that Bhe 
was to b© In the relay naoe, to work 
up her speed punctually and faith¬ 
fully every morning took a gallop up 
and down Church street, thereby af¬ 
fording the neighbors much amuse¬ 
ment and limbering up her joints! 
As a reward for her training, the 
juniors won the relay race! In fact 
we won about everything and the 
meet closed with 80 points in our 
favor, the seniors next with 30 points. 

The girls’ hockey team defeated 
Radcliffe, an exceptionally worthy 
feat, and on the Claflln field our old 
rivals, Brookline, were obliged to yield 
us tlie football championship. 

All too soon our Junior year was 
left behind. 

And now we entered upon the last 
year of our sojourn in this school. 
A year by far the most successful 
and enjoyable of our whole course. 
What If our lessons were rather too 
long or hard for our personal com¬ 
fort? Success comes not to him who 
waits for an inspiration! This yeai 
w’e began to realize how much our 
teachers have done to prepare us for 
the greater tasks of life. Let me, In 
behalf of the class of 1910, extend to 
you, our teachers, a heartfelt word of 
appreciation and thanks for the ser¬ 
vices bo unselfishly rendered us. 

There Ls a great Doud (doubt) who 
stands Tor our class president, ano 
Jn these days of rapid progress and 
new thoughts wo should have had 
difficulty in keeping pace with other 
schools had we not secured for our 
vice-president a small Wing propel¬ 
ler. And with the occasional aerial 
flights of our secretory, Mildred Clark, 
a dhampion both in literature and in 
the running high Jump, we feel well 
prepared to challenge even the Wright 
brothers themselves. Or course the 
money In the treasury has Increased 
while basking ’neath the golden glow 
radiating from our hockey star, Hop¬ 
kins, so you see that there is Just 
cause for our 'being the finest class 
that ever graduated from this school! 

This year, owing to the oratorical 
ublllty of the boys of the debating 
club, we were enabled to hold two de¬ 
bates wtih outside schools. The first 
with Everett High School and tim 
second with Brookline High. In boiu 
debates the wreath of victory was 
accorded our opponents, -but the boys 
have shown what excellent work nan 
be done in this line, and we sincerely 
hope that our successors will carry 
on the club. 

The French and German clubs pros 
pered under 1910 management and 
the orchestra entertained us in the 
hall one morning. Especially fortun¬ 
ate have we been in listening during 
our course to helpful and entertaining 
talks by ex-Gov. long, Mia Julia 
Ward Howe, Bishop I^awrence and I 
could keep on with a list as interest¬ 
ing as It Is long. 

With the opening of the Technical 
High School last fall ilie number of 
sludents in this building decreased 
to such an extent that we, -the seniors, 
were deprived of that coveted Wed¬ 
nesday morning privilege, so dear to 
the beans of our predecessors, of 
gracefully ascending these few steps 
and seating ourselves with solemn 
dignity upon this platform, from 
which lofty height to gaze patroniz¬ 
ingly over the sea of uplifted faces 
Ik*Iow, where ardent admiration and 
due reverence should he depicted. S>o, 
If today we appear a little bashful, 
you will understand fhuit It Is our 
first appearance upon the stage! 

One bright day in the early fall 
a mystic message summoned us to 
the athletic field. And what do you 
suppose greeted our vision upon ar¬ 
riving? Merely a man ami a camera! 
Hut how worried 4 he young ladies 
looked! "Dots my hair look all 
right? Are you sure my collar Is 
straight?" and even Hie youth's hand 
sought his beloved necktie nnn 
smoothed up his classic pompadour. 
Then the angelic expression* donned 
for a moment suddenly changed ana 
What happened when the cameraman 

Approached the grandstand high? 
With marshal step und stiffened back. 

There rose a Joyous cry! 

And as the man strode back and forth 

In fancy black felt “dip" 

Those naughty children thumped the 
steps 

And tihoiited: "Hip! hip! hip!" 

In our school teams this year there 
have been several stara whoso radi¬ 
um brail us have shone so brilliantly 
that all opjMislng teams have noth- 
ably been dazzled by the splendor. 
At any rate, when Hopkins beamed 
upon them, we won the hockey cham¬ 
pionship, and the oliamplonnhip In 
football came to us, without doubt, 
because of the halo surrounding Gal¬ 
lagher and his sturdy followers. Again 
the triangular meet was won by New¬ 
ton. and three cheers for those who 
heljied us win the class meet! What 
heavenly harmony waa produced by 
the excellent rendering of those cym¬ 
bals and clear-toned bells! Much 
slumbering musical talent was there¬ 
by aroused, as were also muny unof¬ 


fending individuals seated within con¬ 
venient hearing distance! The girls' 
basket ball team been mo the cham¬ 
pions of the Bohool nmler (he goon 
captaincy of Emily Wellington, who, 
like her famous namesake, the Duke, 
enjoys an active part in the fray! Not 
to ho outdone the hoys organized n 
itaakcl l»nll team, and for the first 
time in several years Newton, led by 
Captain Wood, 1910. rejoiced over 
basket ball victories. 

Tiie other day while perusing some 
dtrst-covered magazines in the dim 
recesses of the at'tlr, 1 came upon a 
thin, sfld-looking manuscript, which I 
discovered had been In its youthful 
days a copy oT the Review, and I 
smiled to tihlnk how much larger, 
more Interesting and nltogether find 
the magazine hns become within the 
last few years and especially within 
the last year. But what could you 
expect with a Smart editor, and 11 
out of ihe staff of 14 from our .Illus¬ 
trious clnss? At the 11th hour (al¬ 
though it wna nearer half past eleven) 
we decided to edit an annual, and ns 
some of us probably know, it has 
meant a great deal of (thought and 
work added to the regular duties. 
However, under our editor and his 
assistants, the project was very suc¬ 
cessfully put thru. 

Our class assembly passed off en- 
joyably for all who attended It, but 
the reception was the never-to-be-for¬ 
gotten social event of the year. The 
fair maidens arrayed in. the long- 
talked-of reception dresses made one 
think of so many dainty flowers fresh 
from the garden, only more likely 
they were fresh from the hands ot 
the long-suffering dressmaker. The 
youths were also prepared for the 
fray and the hall was Ingeniously 
trimmed with our green and white. 

With photographs, exams and es¬ 
says our last few weeks have been 
filled to overflowing, and now, as we 
look back upon the four years bo 
pleasantly spent together, we realize 
what privileges have been ours—how 
much we have lost, which in vain we 
regret. How much attained, for 
which henceforth we miust render an 
account of our stewardship, for as 
is the measure of privilege, so is the 
measure of responsibility. 

As the last hour strikes, ft tells not 
of the completion of the history of 
the class of 1910, hut announces the 
beginning of a new chapter—an en -1 
trance into a larger, broader world 
—and with firm resolve to do our 
best, with steadfast friendship for- one 
another, so go we forth—and God¬ 
speed!

Probably few taxpayers realize (he 
Importance or the attempt made In the 
Board of Aldermen last week to re¬ 
quire the school committee to reduce 
its expenses by increasing the size of 
the classes in the Classical High 
Srhool. While the sum Involved, 
$8000, will only affect the tax rate 
about 12 cents, the adoption of this 
principle by the Board of Aldetmen 
would have prevented considerable 
increases In high school cost in the 
immediate future. Most of the aider- 
men, 1 belfeve, did not realize the 
significance of the question and 
voted for the larger sum. merely as 
a matter of sustaining the committee 
whioh had recommended that amount. 
Involved in the question is the im¬ 
portant matter of a considerable in- 
cilease In the high school attendance 
thru the mistaken policy of admitting 
the pupils of the eighth grade. The 
school committee will tell you. whem 
asked, that they have not abolished 
the ninth grade, but when they au¬ 
thorize the superintendent (who open¬ 
ly advocates such abolition) to pro¬ 
mote such Children ms he chooses 
from the eighth grade directly into 
the high sdhool, it is easy to see that 
what remains of the ninth grade is 
an empty shell. One hundred and 
fifty children will be placed this fall 
into the high school from the eighth 
grade in addition to the usual num¬ 
ber from the present ninth grade, so 
that about 400 or more children will 
enter the high Bchool. The Import¬ 
ance of regulating the size of high 
school classes should therefore be 
recognized by the aldermen, and if 
money can be saved by increasing the 
present number of 26 it should be 
done. The writer recalls the time 
not so far distant when the classes 
numbered from 35 to 40, and it is 
his Individual opinion that the resultB 
obtained then were as successful as 
the results produced at the present 
time. 

The implied threat of the Commis¬ 
sioner of Public Recoords that if the 
statutory requirements relative to 
safe and fireproof vaults ar e not 
reached in Newton, he will take the 
same drastic methods as at Cambridge 
was read to the Aideimen this week. 
It is probable that the matter will 
be soon adjusted, as It does not neces¬ 
sarily mean a new City Hall.

War, the Destroyer of Civilization. 

The yellow sands of Egypt cover a 
civilization that flourished thnee thou¬ 
sand years ago. Following dose upon 
the decline of Egyptian prestige and 
art. came the rise of Greece and 
Rome. When the vast hoirie® of 
Goths swept down from the North, 
despoiling the Eternal City, civiliza¬ 
tion was buried nnd did not emerge 
again until the Renaissance*. Toda> 
marks ihe fifth great period since the 
beginning of authentic history. 

Four great clvllizaitions have risen 
and fallen, none proving permanent, 
■and It is a vital question today 
whether ours is destined to destruc¬ 
tion as wow those of the ancients 
There must be some fundamental 
fault with the structures of the past, 
some fault to which we can ascribe 
in a groat measure the present eon 
dltion of Egypt, the degeneration of 
Greece, the lOBt glory of Rome, as 
well ns the passing of the Renais¬ 
sance. 

Some people would place the blame 
for this destruction upon nature, ana 


would say that nature is the de¬ 
stroyer of civilization. Tnue—in a 
slight degree. Fire, a natural ele¬ 
ment. did destroy Rome, did destroy 
London. But was not Rome reb^JU, 
and did not London rise from its 
ashes, a new city, far more civilized 
in Its streets, buildings and orna 
ments? We cannot say that this 
force of nature has destroyed these 
four civilizations, nor can we say 
that any other single force, or com¬ 
bination of forces known as nature 
destroyed them. 

But humian nature did; and war 
was its Instrument. 

War has been the destroyer of ihe 
organization of civilization. The 
Standard Dictionary defines civiliza¬ 
tion as “ a condition of human com¬ 
munities Characterized by political 
and social ouganization and order, ad¬ 
vancement In knowledge, refinement, 
and progress in general." This defin¬ 
ition, we readily see, applies in par¬ 


ticular to the organization of civiliza¬ 
tion. Tiie savage was not civilized 
because he had no organization, social 
or political. worthy of the name. His 
practice of incessant warfare made 
ibis impossible. Bagehot, the English 
political economist, said that civiliza¬ 
tion was "the art of sitting still.' 
The savage never sat still! He was 
fighting, killing bis neighbor, plunder¬ 
ing his fields, moving, hence un¬ 
civilized. We note I he first begin¬ 
ning of civilization when men being 
able to sit still for a moment could 
think—think of their social condition, 
and begin to reform it, not by violence 
or war. but by jHtaceful reform. 

Civilization advanced In spite of 
war! But it was because the quiet 
upheaval in the social condition of 
man was more rapid, and far reach¬ 
ing at that particular time, than wan 
wan. As the reforms outbulanced the 
wars, so advanced civilization. When 
the opportunity for reforms becam*. 
less and when the frequency of wars 
and t'helr duration Increased, we. be- i 
gin to record the destruction of the 
organization of civilization. 

‘■History repeats Itself,” as we find 
In looking for ptnofs of this fact. As 
• he reforms of Solon, Draco and 
I'licBthencs wore introduced into Ath¬ 
ens. civilization increas'd, until un¬ 
der the stimulus of the reform* of 
Berides. she attained her highest 
point of Intellectual, artistic and 
moral development. When tier empire 
Involved her in unbroken, warfare wo 
notice the beginning of her downfall. 

The same hold* true in the case 
of Rome While the struggle between 
Patricians and Hlcbeaiw progressed, 
her growth was healthy. The peace¬ 
ful all hough vigorous struggle foi 
equul rights resulted in reform* 


I whioh ndvaneed Ihe organization of 
Homan civilization. But when hen 
provinces, her lov© of conquest, and 
her avaricious generals led her into 
unremitting war, then began her fall. 

Why was war the cause of Ihe de¬ 
struction of the organization of these 
[two great civilizations? Because such 
conflicts ns the Persian nnd Pelopon¬ 
nesian worts at Athens, and the Jong 
chain of struggles at Rome, chained 
their best blood and the pimps of 
their organization gone, and their re¬ 
sources exhausted, what was left to 
maintain their high position? They 
must fail—and they did. Professor 
David Starr Jordan of Stanford Uni¬ 
versity attributes Rome’s downfall to 
this feet. namely, 'Ufrat her noblest 
blood was shed in war." 

What is true in the case of the 
greater civilizations is true of the 
lesser ones. By her -wars and her in¬ 
quisition Spain was lowered Prom her 
proud ranks among nations to that 
of a third-rote power. The French 
Revolution nnd Napoleon dealt France 
a blow from which she has never re¬ 
covered. We know -that the social 


condition of the South has never been 
properly adjusted since the upheaval) 

I caused by the Civil War, and the 
attempted reconstruction by the North 
did little toward pacifying conditions, 
because it was militant in its nature. 

War has retarded progress, whlcu 
Is essential to the permanency of 
the organization of a civilized country. 
There never occurred the war that 
did not retard progress. The war of 
Napoleon held Europe at a standstill 
for over a decade. Our Civil War 
manks a four-year period of arrested 
development—nay even of retrogreb 
si on. 

War has destroyed the products of 
civilization, which have followed in 
ihe wake of the organization of man’s 
social condition. Indeed the magni¬ 
tude of the organization of a civiliza¬ 
tion Is measured by its products. The 
civilizations of Egypt, Greece, Rome 
and the Renaissance can all be mean- 
lured by the scale of results. Just as 


!the greatness of civilizations can be 
measured by their pnoducts, so can 
the destruction of war be measured 
by Its ability to demolish these pro¬ 
duct «. 

The plundering armies of Rome de¬ 
spoiled Greece of her marble statues. 
The works of art that were not de¬ 
stroyed formed a prominent pari of 
the conqueror's triumph. The great 
library ut Alexandria that had taken 
centuries to collect was destroyed by 1 
Omar In time of war. The Goths 
sac lied Rome and today but a fraction 
of its glories remain. 

The nose of the Sphinx was shat¬ 
tered by ihe French cannon while 
Napoleon was campaigning in Egypt. 

The army of Cram well despoiled 
■the abbeys and cathedrals of Eng¬ 
land. Statue® were torn from their 
pedestals and stained glass windows 
were shattered by his soldiers. 

The Parthenon was clefi asunder 
by un explosion of gunpowder during 
u bombardment of Athens by the 
Turks. 

When Sherman’s aitny was march¬ 
ing to the sea. it destroyed in many 
libraries one volume of each set of 
priceless books. In order to render 
tSio whole set worthless! 

These were all treasures, not of 
any single race, but of all the world, 
of all mankind, the very essence of 
civilization that have been destroyed 
by one nation because tliut nation 
falsely believed that “might makes 
night.” How many cities and towns 
have been deotrayed by the rnutHat¬ 
ing hand or war? How many have, 
been given to the torch by a victori¬ 
ous army? How much pillage has 
followed In Ihe wake of the “con¬ 
quering hero?" 

We now come to the last phase of 


|civilization that 1 h destroyed by war. 
This Is the Ideals of civilization or 
nr<v l 

If I should lake one deal of civiliza¬ 
tion nnd call It <the greatest, it would 
be that of self-expression—sol f-ox prec¬ 
ision In the Individual. 

Taking the result of ownr upon Uhls 
Ideal we see that military life places 
an iron ucst.rfilnt upon men. The 
dictators of Route had absolute power 
over the whole state, civil os well 
as military. The generals of today 
have the same power over Ifielr 
armies. Military discipline does not 
place a premium upon individuality. 
It creates a condition of restlessness*, 
which In kself Is suicidal to the 
Ideals of civilization. 

War is the destroyer of the moral 
ideals of civilization. It awakens the 
bason passions in men’s hearts. In¬ 
stead of fostering the virtues it aids 
the vice©. Intemperance, revelry nnd 
debauchery are rife Jo war. We have 
It on General Sherman's authority 
lhat "War is hell." We hardly need 
more than this confession. 

International morals are Jeopax- 
dlzed by war. Nations ns well as In¬ 
dividuals believe that "might makes 
right.” Or at least they take cover 
under this doctrine. It never has, and 
it never will! I know of no Instance 
where such has been the case. Be¬ 
cause the United States was more 
powerful than -Mexico in 1845 was her 
action justified? Because Russia hno 
one-half a million soldiers were her 
aggressions In the Bast morally right? 


Was thoi enforced submission of 
Cuba to Spain right, because Spain 
could put down each succeeding up¬ 
rising? In short, was there ever a 
case where an oppressor was justified 
because cf its military strength. An¬ 
other' ideal of civilization is self- 
expres'slon in art. Civilization has 
fostered the very highest kind of art. 
Men have thrown their whole soul 
| Into their work, because an enlight¬ 
ened social order demands self-expres¬ 
sion and individuality. It has allowed 
men to "sit still,” to work peaceably. 
War makes men restless, prevents 
thorough work, and discourages art 
because It destroys It. 

Today many of cur artistic ideals 
are unfulfilled because war, and the 
preparation for war, which In our age 
has assumed Immense Importance in 
the minds of military men, demands 
all our energy, and all our available 
resources. Our military expenditures 
■are increasing so enormously that our 


moral and artistic ideals are unful¬ 
filled. We cannot build temples such 
as the Parthenon today because we 
must spend millions of dollars for a 
new battleship. Or perl raps we think 
that a giay sea monster, bristling 
with forebading cannon, is more ar¬ 
tistic Gian the Parthenon? If bo, It 
Is a pity that the Athenians could not 
have realized thsii a war galley was 
more artistic than a temple, and dec¬ 
orated the Pelrnens with them, in¬ 
stead of adorning the Acropolis with 
shrines. 

When we consider that the civiliza¬ 
tions of three thousand years have 
passed away, because that arch de¬ 
stroyer war has undernidned their or¬ 
ganization. shattered their products, 
nnd mocked their ideals, we natural¬ 
ly wonder what the chances of per- 
muiiency of the civJlizatlon of the 
twentieth century are. Wo see that 
war and its detsruction are still with 
us; but thank God, some noble 
apirks have realized that our ad¬ 
vancement Is threatened and are 
striking repeated blows ut this enemy 
ihat is eating the very heart out of 
our civilization as It has of ail those 
that preceded. We must exterminate 
war! ir we don't, some future bard 
may sing of America and the civiliza¬ 
tion of the twentieth century, as Poe 
did of the ancients, when he said: 

"The glory that was Greece, and 
Iho grandeur that was Home."

THE TRAGEDY OF NATION'S. 

■‘They shall heat their swords Into 
plowshares, and their spears Into 
priming hooks: nation shall not lift 
nip sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more." ilsainh2:4) 

This prophetic utterance of the 
long ago suggests the normal state 
of human society and relations be¬ 
tween nations and peoples. The im¬ 
plements of war incidental to the 
devious -ways of human development 
are to be 'ultimately (turned into tools 
of Industry. The forces trained for 
destruction are to be converted into 
constructive power. 

This is not a mere visionary dream 
of a sentimental idealist. It expresses 
a fundamental fact of world life that 
deeply underlies all its variable 
phases In timeB of peace or of war. 
However crude may have been the 
conceptions of this primitive writer; 
however little he may have known 
the laws and methods social progress 
and development of civilization; how. 
ever little he may have thought as to 
how this Ideal state of affairs was to 
be brought about; he has neverthe¬ 
less voiced a sentiment so true, and 
set a standard bo high, as to com¬ 
mand the attention of all the world, 
demand its serious consideration, and 
compel universal accession to its on¬ 
ward leading. However arbitrary the 
prophet’s statement may have been, 
founded as It was in the Ideas of a 
primitive religion; yet in the light of 
intelligent study of historic experi¬ 
ence and the operation of underlying 
world forces. It is seen to be a prac¬ 
tical Ideal and the realizable goal of 
human progress, 

At the outset there may be In our 
minds the question as to Why this 
ideal of peace should come to the 
front of our attention, when we com¬ 
memorate the events of war, and pay 
tribute to the heroic deeds of our sol¬ 
diery in battle? But, let us see! As 
I take It. on iMay 30 we as a people 
paused from our busy life to stand 
by the graves of the nation’s noble 
sons and pay our grateful tribute to 
(the heroic spirit of those who bore 
the brunt of a deadly onslaught upon 
our country’fl loved ideals. wh*o 
fought, endured and suffered, and 
many gave their lives; and again at 
this occasion when we meditate to 
gether upon the facts and significance 
of that cmicial battle which turned 
the tide of civil war; the supreme 
consideration lies In answer to the 
question, What for? 

It was not for the Bake of war 
the brave sons of freedom took the 
field. Certainly none who engaged 
In the struggle ever saw anything de¬ 
sirable In it. They answered the call 
to arms, not for tfho sake of war, but 
lor the sake of the veiy ideal the 
prophet uttered long ago; that it 
might be saved and exalted, and Its 
blessings be realized and enjoyed. It| 
is the realities achieved that gives 
significance to the events of war. It 
is on appreciative sense of the ends 
sought and won that gives our tri¬ 
butes of honor to (he warriors ItB 
finest touch of color—that of grati¬ 
tude. It Ls only such intelligent and 
feeling sense of the values it estab¬ 
lishes will give them .permanence in 
patriotic devotion to the Ideals and 
higher welfare of country. 

When we look fairly into ihe nature 
and conditions of human life and its 
progress, we find war is not a thing That 
normally belongs 10 it; nor do we 
find anything In it that is in itBelr 
good. It is intended to destroy, and 
it does work havoc and ruin. But. it 
is an accident incidental to the pro¬ 
gress of the human race from the 
primitive condition of Imperfection, 
ilirough the mazes and complexities 
of experience, toward the far lieightB 
of its possible perfection , 

War is the Tragedy of Nations. 
Tragedy ls an accident of life; not 
its reality. War Is not a normal ac¬ 
tion of life forces, but their clashing 
at ihe accidental |x>itvt of their cross¬ 
ing when either or both may be 
turned out of Ihe natural course. The 
soldier Is not fighting a personal luit- 
tle. Nor Is tlie army waging a bat¬ 
tle of collective interests. In reality 
they represent a deep underlying cur¬ 
rent of life force. The soldier is the 
actor upon life’s stage, but the real 
(on 11 let is that of the deep underly¬ 
ing force which ho represents. 

A failure to appreciate this fact 
U the source of a false patriotism 
•which ls embittered by hatred of the 
enemy. Tills will do more harm to 
a country and work a more terrible 
destruction than the guns For It 
strikes a deadly blow to manhood. It 
fades even the laurels of the victor. 
Far more Important, than the triumph 
of arms Is: that the victor Khali 
emerge from the smoke of battle a 
man: able to recognize the fact; that 
on the hinge of history he has acted 
(i part representing a great life forte, 
and thut his vanquished foe has per¬ 
haps just as sincerely acted the part 
of another underlying force; thut af- 
ler all they are not real enemies, hut 
fellow men- 'human brother*—each 
acting the part of great opposing 
forces. 

Tragedy bus to do with actors—fhe 
obaracters. We see actors, and what 
they do. But the real essence of Ihe 


seems to be the active ngent, it Is In 
reality but tilie Instrument of an in¬ 
visible power or spiritual force be 
hind It. 

This collision of forces may take 
place In the individual. Did Othello 
will to slay Desdemoiva, the only per¬ 
son in all the world he loved? No, 
it was the dark force of honor blinded 
by jealousy set In motion by the de¬ 
signing logo that really moved him to 
his terrible deed and his tragic end, 
Macbeth did not will to murder the 
king. It was the deeper force of de- 
slue for the glory and power of kingly 
authority that actually lmpeled Win 
to the deadly act and his own ruin. 
MORE TO COME . 

Hamlet willed to avenge the death 
of hi 3 father. But another unseen 
force Intervened to arrest his hand 
from executing his decision. It was 
the new and untried force of his real 
manhood—his conscience. Then fol 
lowed in his mind that terrible con 
flict between the two powerful forces 
—his higher nature asserting itself 
through conscience, and conventional 
right of his day which commanded 
him to the duty of vengence for his 
father’s murder. 

Thus the soul of Hamlet became 
the battle ground of these two in¬ 
vincible warning forces, and by their 
surging to and fro ls torn, devasted 
and weakened. Each force inhibits 
the other from expressing Itself in 
outward action. His debate between 
the two, by "thinking too precisely 
on the event," spends Jt9elf in moral¬ 
izing and intellectual generalization., 
but ends in no outward action done. 
"And thus the native hue of resolu¬ 
tion 

Is sdekted o’er with the pale oast of 
thought; 

And enterprises of gneat pith and mo¬ 
ment 

With this regard 'their currents turn 
awry, 

And lose the name of action.” 

The collision in (tragedy, then, is 
less between wills than -between the 
unseen forces that act through wIIIb. 
The individual seems to he self- 
directed and controlled, but In reality 
he is playing the pant of the greater 
power behind him, and the result be 
arrested will and inaction of the In¬ 
dividual. It is when they severally 
operate through separate wills they 
come to the outward conflict of tragic 
action. 

In the tragic action of life we may 
observe, there are always three ele¬ 
ments—.necessity, blindness and re¬ 
tribution. When these forces meet 
the collision Is a necessity of their 
opposite nature. There Is always a 
blindness to it. in that the actons 
fancy themselves as free and choos¬ 
ing the action and fail to see any 
other motive than their own. Then 
there always falls the retribution. By 
the very nature of things, the blind¬ 
ness Is held to account for its doings 
It is not as a punishment, but an ef¬ 
fect. It Ls the inevitable result of a 
violation of the right direction and 
adjustment of forces in any sphere 
of life. It falls upon both the invad¬ 
ing power and the realm invaded. 

We observe also that these conflict¬ 
ing fortes are usually those generated 
in the lower and higher stages of 
human- progress and developing ideas 
as to right and duty In the mind of 
Hamlet It was the age of personal 
revenge arrayed against the higher 
orden of civilization which commits 
these matters to the administration 
of law by the state. So on through 
all tragic eonIIlets, we might observe 
that: whether they lake place In sin¬ 
gle individuals, between individuals, 
between nations or parts of a nation, 
it is in reality between one aator or 
set of actors representing a lower 
order or human development and nn- 
otlien representing the higher order. 

Precisely this happened not many 
years shire, When our own nation 
found 11 s divided parte opposed In the 
tragic collision of civil war. In that 
terrilYIc conflict of opposing forces, 
you —comrades of the Grand Army of 
The Republic—were actors. You rep¬ 
resented one of the great underlying 
Toiices or civilization that were -there 
at open Issue. 

I’p to that time liberty and slavery 
-a higher and a lower stage of de¬ 
velopment—were )H»tb present in our 
national life. Both elements had a 
firm hold upon it. Each was strongly 
entrenched in sectional self-interest. 
But they were inconsistent and ut¬ 
terly opposed. They could not be 
united and permanently stand in a 
single nation. Compromises were 
onlv temporary palliatives. Moving 
by their very nature in opposite direc¬ 
tion*, they must inevitably meet in 
mortal combat. 

Th<» opposite nature of the elements 
involved appear when we note the 
several -marked stag** of world ad¬ 
vancement. In warfare among primi¬ 
tive men there was no quarter grant¬ 
ed. They took no prisoner. Merci¬ 
less slaughter was the rule and prac¬ 
tice It was a struggle to a flub*, 
strong and skilful survived

forces that umleiiy our life. Not In j j t WUB titj K wrought a change of pol 
tht* actors only, but in the invisible J ^.y instead of slaying the enemy, It 
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stage of development slavery was a 
higher good, and wng right according 
to the moral standards of that day. 
It marked an advance toward the 
higher life. 

Then came the method of holding 
prisoners la order to demand tribute 
for their redemption. Then, with the 
higher development of civilization, 
came the idea of personal liberty. It 
recognized the rights of nil. War 
came then -to bo waged, not for the 
piir|K»se of killing the enemy, hut to 
defeat him; and when that was nc 
compllshed he was to be treated ns 
a man, his equal. Thus came niton t 
the modern practice of exchanging 
prisoners or holding them until the 
war is closed, and then giving them 
liberty. It is based upon the modern 
Idea that to have superior power, 
either physical, moral or intellectual, 
docs not give anyone the right to 
own the life and limb of another 
Therefore, to modern thought—the 
highest result of human evolution- 
slavery Is Inherently wrong. It was 
good at one stage of development, in 
that it was more humane—a distinct 
advance over the earlier practice— 
but. in this day and age. It ls an evil 
It belongs, then, -to an early stage In 
the progress of civilization. 

Our country made the fatal error 
of attempting to live at the Banie time 
In the Nineteenth Century of freedom, 
and In the Dark Ages of slavery and 
tyranny. It adopted at the same time 
the primitive system of slavery and 
the modem principle of equal rights. 
The seeds of the ancient sytsem were 
planted at Jamestown when a Dutch 
trader sailed up the James River Jn 
1620 and landed a cargo of slaves In 
the same year the seeds of the mod¬ 
ern Idea were planted on the rugged 
New England coast when the Pilgrims 
fugitives from tyranny—landed at 
Plymouth. 

The place of first planting had 
-much to do with the localizing of 
these two widely differing systems. 
But it does not become us of the 
North to boast or any superiority 
over the South, because we represent- 
ed the higher stage of civilization. 
For, in fact, it was a elf-interest that 
saved us from tJhe lower. Had slave 
labor been profitable dn the North 
there Is little probability that there 
would ever have been a [Mason’s and 
Dixon's line. It was sectional Belf- 
Interest that actually drew the line 
between the North and the Smith. 

It would ill become us as fair-mind¬ 
ed people to shift all the blame upon 
the South for the crime of slavery. 
We escaped its more immediate 
touch by the me-re accident of soil 
and climate. If we were disposed to 
shift the burden of the curse upon 
the South alone, the history of the 
terrible war which brought It to an 
end, omd a study of the movements 
of the natural forces of life underly¬ 
ing that tragic action, would rebuke 
us for our short-sightedness. 

It was not the sin -of the South 
alone. It was the crime of the na¬ 
tion. It was recognized by the Con¬ 
stitution and Law. Only sectional in¬ 
terest confined It to the South. As 
a country we attempted to live in 
two widely separated stages of de¬ 
velopment. Each of these systems 
•was invading the porvlnoe of the other. 
Each was grappling 'for foothold and 
contending for the supremacy. Like 
the mind of Hamlet, our national 
thought and feeling was being torn 
and devasted by tlhe surging to and 
fro of these mighty contending 
forces. And, as Hamlet must suffer 
for attempting to live in two difTeiient 
planes of life, so we as a nation must 
suffer for the same vain endeavor. 

In the mind of Hamlet the two 
powerful elements were .pitted against 
one another one having the advan¬ 
tage, and now the other The result 
is they neutralize each other, while 
wavering indecisions and inaction In 
sapping his very manhood, until at 
length a crisis precipitates the tragic 
action. Just so with our national 
career. Tlie two powerful diverse 
elements were surging to and fro in 
the ante-bellum years of debate and 
contention; the one gaining advan¬ 
tage. and then the other. The bal¬ 
ancing of their powers produced ir¬ 
resolution, indecision and inaction. 
Hut they can never be reconciled. In 
their very nature they are opposed. 
The contention must unremittingly 
ensue until the crisis Is precipitated, 
which rends the nation in twain, and 
with the issue of secession or union 
the contest is brought upon the opeu 
Ktage of action. 

Then followed one of the most ter¬ 
rific tragic struggles of history. The 
boys in blue, marching under the 
star spangled banner of freedom and 
union, were the actors representing 
one of the tragic forces. Their fel¬ 
low Americans jn gray under the 
stars awl bars of confederacy, with 
equal earnestness and sincerity, were 
the actors for the oilier great tragic 
power. The preservation of Ihe Futon 
was tlie immediate issue of the war;, 
but the utter disparity of the under¬ 
lying forces or civilization which 
brought disunion, was its deep-seated 
cause, and Ihelr Issue the real tragic 
aotion. States, having a common In¬ 
terest and origin; peoples, holding 
in common heritage and baptized in 
tlie an me patriotic blood wort* arrayed 
against each other In deadly strife. 
Our fair land was drenched with fra- 
ternal blood. Through the long dark 
years the great armies of the North 
and the South surged to and fro with 
apparently baluneed aclhovements 
and reverses. The whole would 
looked on with breathless interest to 
see If “a nation of the people, for 
Ihe people and by Ihe people" could 
survive this supreme test. Through¬ 
out tlie land was a 101180 spirit or 
war and resounding echo of thunder¬ 
ing artillery, while the great powers 
W cre enveloped 111 the smoke of bat¬ 
tle. which multi ho dispelled only by 
11,(1 triumph of one and the defeat of 
The other. , 

This direful tragic action reached 
lla climax on ihe field of Gettysburg^.

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and the sunlight 'breaking through, 
revealed to an anxious world Ihe en¬ 
sign of liberty and union triumphant¬ 
ly upheld by the men la blue, while 
at their feet the trngle force of the 
past lay vanquished, weltering In the 
bloodstained gray. 

We are today, nfter nearly a half 
century, only beginning to realize the 
significance of Hint war nnd its is¬ 
sues. A full century of time may be 
required to know whnt really hnp- 
pened and all Hint comes of it. 

When we review the events of this 
content ami the elements involved In 
it. we see it was the Inevitable and 
necessary in the natural order of 
things ns they were. A uni Ion can¬ 
not perm anen I ly live at the same 
lime in the past nnd the present.. The 
one element must yield to the other. 
Why was this deadly tragedy neces¬ 
sary? It was because or that element 
to he found In every tragic action— 
a blindness of the actor to any otheT 
view than his own. Gould the North 
or the South have seen the tteal view 
and motive of the other, all might 
have been different. 

The great significance of tills con¬ 
flict lies in the fact that It was not 
merely Union men in blue fighting 
Confederates In gray. They were fel¬ 
low countrymen—each acting the part 
of a great .life principle. Bach was 
blind to the principle of ihe other 
There could be no reconciliation. But 
suppose they could have paused from 
ihuailng at each other denunciation 
and bitter epithet, have come to¬ 
gether as neighbors and have calmly 
talked the matter over. Suppose, in 
this way both oonld have come to 
recognize the real fact; that it was 
the two great forces of a past and 
present stage of civilization were op¬ 
posed, and not they themselves; that 
of these two they must, <by struggle 
or peaceably, choose one; the issue 
might then have been determined by 
reason, and *oalm judgment. 

But this could not be in the blind¬ 
ness of heated controversy. Until 
the light of truth is seen more clearly, 
war will he the necessary Incident of 
humaa progress. The method of 
evolutionary advancement has been 
that of division and contention. Par¬ 
ties, sects, schools of thought, clash 
with one another, and perhaps de¬ 
stroy one another. From the strug¬ 
gle their forces emerge Into new 
forms A study of tlhe evolutionary 
processes in the development of 
civilization makes clear this most im¬ 
portant fact: the higher level of life 
is always the stronger, and must 
finally prevail. In this fact we may 
see the supreme reality of life—The 
Hand Divine—operative in human 
progress, which is a Bteady advance 
onward and upward; whatever tragic 
accidents happen by t’he way. 

"And that should teach us 
There’s a divinity that shapes our 
ends-, 

Rough-ihew them how we will.” 

(Shakespeare). 

(Man may not prevent or determine 
progress, but he may hinder on has¬ 
ten it. It is his to choose what kind 
of force he will suffer to act through 
him. When ihe several forces are 
importuning his will for action, to 
choose the lower is ‘to turn back in 
the way of life—Is to -be lost. To 
hesitate in vase Mating indecision or 
dally with compromise, Is likewise 
fatal to his real life/ To choose and 
do the higher is the single way of 
actual life—the one way of advance 
to the betten yet to be—is to be 
saved. His enduring safety lies in 
sensuing the higher life-force, deci¬ 
sion of will and action according 
thereto. This is the distinctive func¬ 
tion of man. 

He cannot do away with the forces 
or change their course; but he can 
control what they shall effect through 
him. He can rise in choloe of moral 
principle and, like the balloon, change 
.his ooui Be by getting into higher cur¬ 
rents. As man rises in intelligence 
and sympathetic love, he Is able to 
survey the world of diverse elements 
and forces; and, In the light of wis¬ 
dom which human experience dis¬ 
closes, he may select and choose Ills 
way of life that rises above nil petty 
antagonisms of individual or sectional 
self-interest®, and through the higher 
realm of sympathetic brotherly inter¬ 
est and Integrity to ihe common 
good, opens toward the heavens of 
divine reality and the starts of hu¬ 
man destiny. 

In our day we open our eyes to 
what !s going on around us, and it 
is to see abundant signs of this happy 
consummation. We sec them every¬ 
where; in the kindlier relations be 
tween soots nnd parties, and in flash¬ 
ing signals from nation to mil ion. In 
the tendency among strong nations 
to cease using their power for the 
conquest of the weak and lend ihelr 
perlor ability and wisdom to sus¬ 
tain and uplift them; in the growing 
sense of common interest and welfare 
that is drawing peoples ami nations 
from attention to their separate and 
contending Interests and fighting 
forces, and massing them into one 
great onward moving body of human¬ 
ity under the single banner of Lib¬ 
erty, Equality, Brotherhood and 
Righteousness. 

The wondrous progress in recent 
times of discovery, growth of com¬ 
merce, increase of facilities for travel 
and intercommunication, is fast bind¬ 
ing the world-life into one neighbor¬ 
hood. No more important event in 
all history was there than that of our 
day: the eslnbllshincnt of an Inter¬ 
national Court of Arbitration. In the 
natural course of human Bens©, this 
is but the first step In ihe organisa¬ 
tion of nations under a world legis¬ 
lative lwxly and executive function of 
government. The fedemtlon of the 
world 1® no longer un irridesoent 
dream of imaginative prophetic fan¬ 
cy; but is Inevitably and rapidly be¬ 
coming a practical reality, when 
Empires by the sea, nations great 
ami free, 

One anthem raise. 

One race, one faith we claim, 

One CJo/1, whose glouious name 
We love and praise.” 

It is the task of our day und gen¬ 
eration; to relieve Unit blindness 
from which all tragic action* spring. 
Let in the light of reality; and con¬ 
flicts will cease, because they find no 
part in It, and men shall not learn 
war any more. Charge the atmos¬ 
phere of common life with the inug-

GRAPHICADS BRING RETURNS 
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Front conversation with quite a 
number of parents, I have come to the 
conclusion that there is a strong: sen¬ 
timent in this city against the prac¬ 
tical abolition of the ninth grade In 
our public schools. Like many other 
matters of public Interest, there is 
little disposition to oppose the author¬ 
ities on matters of this sort, ns the 
average parent doeB not like to be 
come involved in controfersy with the 
school department. 

One of the members of the school 
committee has privately assured me 
that he does not believe it wise to 
send such young children Into the 
high schools, and his attitude simply 
shows the paramount influence that 
the superintendent of schools exer¬ 
cises on men whom we suppose, go\* 
eim the city In school matters. 

Would it not be a wise plan in the 
coming fall to organize a Parents 
Association, in order that there may 
be some forum in which the parents 
could consider from their own stand¬ 
point the needs of their children and 
the work which they would like to 
have done in the public schools. 

The recent convention of the Na¬ 
tional Education Association in Bos 
ton emphasizes the fact that among 
educators themselves there Is a wide 
difference of opinion as to tile advis¬ 
ability of the new methodg of educa-; 
tion which are now being agitated all 
over the country. 

With our school expenses the high¬ 
est in the s>;ate, and with results 
which are now mediocre, to say the 
least, it would seem as if it was high 
time for both parents and taxpayers 
to organize, and have some influence 
in the management and expensed of 
our school department. 

While Newton has usually selected 
its iMayort anywhere from a year and 
a half to two years before the actual 
election takes place, there has not 
been any attempt as yet to select a 
successor for -Mayor Hatfield a year 
from next December Among those 
who have great influence in the choice 
of a Mayor, there is a persistent ru¬ 
mor that a strong effort will be made 
to induce ex-Alderman Frank A. Day 
to accept the nomination. 

Mr. Day has been so prominent in 
the philanthropic, educational, char¬ 
itable and religious circles of the city 
that the presentation of his name 
would undoubtedly meet with much 
enthusiasm. The only difficulty ap¬ 
pears to be that of inducing -Mr. Day 
<t a allow the use of his name for the 
office, for, altho he has given seven 
yea:r» of service to the city as an al¬ 
derman, it is well known that he is 
reluctant to accept further political 
honors. 

The new law which will allow this 
dls-trict to make a direct nomination 
for senator in place of the present 
convention system, requires consid¬ 
erable work in order to have the mat¬ 
ter placed before the voters next No¬ 
vember.

WHY SHOULD THE MERIT SYS¬ 
TEM BE APPLIED TO ALL 
CITY AFFAIRS. 

By Lois Bailey of the Mason School, 
Newton Centre. 


Tn the first place let us consider 
the Btate of affairs that called for the 
Civil Service Reform, and the pro¬ 
gress of Ihis movement; also the con¬ 
trast between the Spoils System and 
the now reform. 

In the administration of Andrew 
Jackson he created what is common¬ 
ly known as the Spoils System, turn¬ 
ing out of their government positions 
all his political opponents, and filling 
their places with his own Democratic 
friends. In this way many efficient 
men were turned out of employment. 
The custom prevailed for a great 
many years, in 1865 a few reformers 
tried to make things better, but noth¬ 
ing was really accomplished. Con¬ 
gress author (zed the President to ap¬ 
point a Civil Service Commission in 
1871. That had some effect, but after 
two years, Congress proved unwilling 
to do Its duty towards appointing 
commissioners. It was not until 1881, 
when President Garfield was mur¬ 
dered by a man who wanted a 
political position and was disappoint¬ 
ed, that people began to see the real 
need of some reform. On Jan. 16, 
1883, the Civil Service Act was 
passed. It meant regulation and Im¬ 
provement In the civil service of the 
United States. 

Under the Spoils System, valuable, 
efficient men, some perhaps with fam¬ 
ilies. were turned out of employment 
and thrown upon the world with no 
surety of other positions. During 
times of election the government 
clerks no longer did their duty but 
waited nervously for the next up¬ 
heaval As changes were likely to 
occur every four years, an employee 
of the government no sooner became 
acquainted with his task than It 
might be taken away from him and 


given to somebody else who hnd to 
learn it all over again. Thus no con¬ 
tinuous efficient service was possible. 
Political leaders got control of the 
government, offices and created un¬ 
necessary positions to reward friendly 
politicians. This forced the govern¬ 
ment to pay, for example, three men 
to do the work of two, which was a 
drain on the finances of the country. 

The Civil Sendee Act of 1883 
brought about the (Merit System, 
which insists that the choice of gov¬ 
ernmental employees be based upon 
the fitness and experience, not for¬ 
getting the character nnd health of 
the applicants for a given position, 
rather than on political service or 
personal influence. 

Now the candidates for the Civil 
Service Commission have, to go 
through long examinations before 
they can he perm it led to take the 
position. They algo have to be in¬ 
spected by m doctor, and obtain his 
certificate. Other similar examina¬ 
tions are passed to be sure the man 
is fitted ,for his line of work. Let us 
fcnke an example of a man who wishes 
to become an Inspector of bridges. 
He will be suppoesd to know how 
bridges are made, their different parts 
and so forth, all about the host ways 
of repairing one, and where nil weak¬ 
nesses lie. Then he must be tested 
in his knowledge of arithmetic, and 
must know how to write a good let¬ 
ter. He will also be supposed to 
have had a certain amount of experi¬ 
ence. We will say that 70 per cent 
Is the passing mark, and he must 
receive that, at least, In order to 
have a chance of being chosen. Af¬ 
ter he has passed the test, he must 
have his name placed on a list accord¬ 
ing to rank. If he 1 b among the first 
Ihree, he will have a good chance of 
■being elected. 

Under these rules or similar, all our 
mall -carders, our policemen, our 
lighthouse keepers, our firemen, our 
steamboat inspectors, all employed in 
the Custom Service, and thousands of 
day laborers, are working. 

But wihat are the results of this 
Merit System? In the first place, it 
saves our country vast stiVns of 
money. The Detroit Free Press, Nov. 
14, 1905, printed this statement: "In 
a speech before the Detroit Muni! cl pal 
League In 1905, Hon Joseph W. Er¬ 
rant, president of the Chicago Civil 
Service, gave figures showing a sav¬ 
ing of one hundred seventy-nine thou¬ 
sand dollars in the management of 
one department in that city." 

There are other important benefits 
from the Civil Service Reform. It 
seeks for our government honest, ef¬ 
ficient, capable men who know their 
business and do their duty. It 
protects the government employee 
against injustice during ’times of 
political dot. It has abolished un¬ 
necessary positions and Improved 
methods of business. 

No one has been more devoted to 
the [Merit System than ex-President 
Roosevelt, who whs appointed when 
a young man a Federal Civil Service 
Commissioner, and has been In all of 
his various offices a consistent and 
loyal worker In this most important 
reform. 

The iMeilt System has appealed so 
strongly to those in authority and to 
the people at large because of Its 
great success, that It has grown un¬ 
til today It plays a very large part 
In the national, state and city govern¬ 
ment. 

Many of our largest cities have 
placed under the regulations of the 
Merit System their firemen, their 
police foitce, road commissioners', for¬ 
esters, assessors, water and light 
commissioners and thplr boards of 
health. Why does It seem necessary 
to enforce this system In these de¬ 
partments of our cities? 

1. The safety of our homes and of 
ourselves depends upon the alert¬ 
ness, the experience and the charac¬ 
ter of our policemen and firemen. I 

2. With the -wear of automobiles, 
cars, express wagons, carriages and 
foot travelers, do we not need per¬ 
manent, scientifically constructed 
roads? 

3. The beauty of our city depends 
largely upon the fine trees, and were 
not these cared fon intelligently, In 

|time they would -be destroyed by the 
moths. 

4. To have our taxes distributed 
wisely and justly, is one of the nioBt 
difficult and important tasks In con¬ 
nection with city government.

SUIT THE CHILD. 

At the session of the National 
Education Association held last Fri¬ 
day 'and devoted to the physiological 
and psychological training of school 
children, Dr. F. E, Spaulding, super¬ 
intendent of schools of Newton, was 
a s jieaker. 

Dr. Spaulding talked on changes in 
curricula, courses of study, length of 
sessions and many similar ‘brandies 
of administrative work connected! 
with education. It Is Ills belief that 
although a start .has been made in the 
proper direction In the past few years 
another decade will see still greater 
changes resulting in constantly grow¬ 
ing benefit to the children. 

Dr. Spaulding made the point which 
has been uppermost In the minds of 
many educators and supervisors late¬ 
ly that the school exists primarily for 
the child; that hours and. courses 
must be made to lit the child’s ca¬ 
pacity; and that regulations, of how¬ 
ever long standing and good repute In 
former days, must give way in the 
march of progress. 

“Our school curricula,” said Dr. 
Spaulding .should be so ordered as 
to make our school children' Into good 
citizens. The same work nnd disci¬ 
pline will not suit all oases, and 
where it may be uniform and where 
U may be diverse, must 'be determined 
by the needs of various communities 
and seta of conditions Every teach¬ 
er. nowadays. Is considering the ten¬ 
dency towards vocational direction, 
and from a careful consideration of 
this t/imely phase of educational 
met hod b, we learn to make the most 
of every child. Indeed, the study of 
a child's Inclinations and possibilities 
may well begin before he is ho:ni. 

“We discover many changes from 
a few years ago; there Is now more 
regard for hygiene in schools; the 
courses and length of school sessions 
are being mone oarefully arranged; 
the size of classes is now planned 
from the point of view of the child. 
All these modifications are good signs. 
It shows that educators themselves 
are becoming educated and in a few 
years, still further changes, such as 
now we appreciate only dimly, will 
result in still greater comfort to the 
child and make the product of the 
public school such that abnormal and 
subnormal will not be so p:ievalent."

Interesting figures having a bearing 
on the tax rate for 1910 are ns fol¬ 
lows: The toml charges for state, 
county and metropolitan expenses for 
1909, omitting water, were $280,240.02. 
The same items this year total $294,- 
2116.02, an increase of practical!> 
$8000. The city appropriation for 1010 
is $1,255,000.23, an increase of $6000 
over 1009. and the total levy, there¬ 
fore, is about $14,000 more than the 
previous year, and would require 20 
cents additional on the present valu¬ 
ation. 

The assessors' report for 1900 
shows that the new corpoiiation law 
of that year, taking one-half of cer¬ 
tain corporation taxes, produced an 
income of $37,356.40. The law was 
again amended this year, and Newton 
loses nearly ail of certain corpora¬ 
tion taxes, so that it is safe to as¬ 
sume that our income from this 
source* will suffer a loss of about 
$40,000, or about 50 cents on the pres¬ 
ent valuaitbn. While the assessors 
refuse any information as to this 
year’s valuations, dt is well known 
tihat two wealthy taxpayers of last 
year have left the city with over a 
million of personal property, and it 
is an open question whether the as¬ 
sessors will be able to discover 
enough new property to offset this 
loss. All in all, it looks as if the 
tax rate of 1010 would be consider¬ 
ably higher than that of last year.

' WORDS OF PRAISE 


In the issue of the Youth's Com¬ 
panion of this week is an interesting 
article on the Newton Centre Play¬ 
ground and Social Sendee league, by 
Paul P. Foster. The cover illustra¬ 
tions of the Companion also have 
three scenes of the Playground. Mr. 
Foster's article is as follows: 

Early in the spring of 1909 certain 
publlc-Bpirlted residents of a prosper- 
ous Boston suburban village discov¬ 
ered that the three hundred boys of 
ihe community needed more super¬ 
vision In their playtime houus. Their 
investigation of the situation resulted 
in the development of a playground 
movement which differs from nearly 
all others in the fact that it Ib pro¬ 
moted and directed by a village so¬ 
ciety, and not by city officials at pub¬ 
lic expense. 

Newton Centre is a division of the 
city of Newton, Massachusetts, eight 
miles from Boston, with no factory 
population and no congested districts 
The village has plenty of open 
ground, a large common and a seven- 
teen-acie playground, within a stone’s 
throw of the schools and village cen¬ 
ter. With all these opportunities for 
recreation, a feeling had long ex¬ 
isted that the hoys*' of the town need¬ 
ed direction, if not supervision, In 
their sports and games. In the spring 
of 1909 a committee in a men's 
church club began a quiet investiga¬ 
tion or what the boys of the town 
were doing, and what ought to be 
done for them. Information was care¬ 
fully gathered from teachers, police¬ 
men. shopkeepers, parents and the 
boys themselves. It showed that the 
boys encountered the same pitfalls 
as did boys in less favored groups 
of homes, and that the town was not 
doing its full duty iby Its growing citi¬ 
zens. 

To enlist united effort to remedy 
these conditions, a dinner was ar¬ 
ranged at which were gathered five 
representatives from each of the six 
village churches, the Mayor, the park 
commissioner, members of the school 
committee and the school principal. 
So much interest and enthusiasm 
were aroused at this “lound table” 
that a public meeting was immediate¬ 
ly called, at which the incorporation 
of the Playground and Social Service 
League of Newton Centre was en¬ 
thusiastically agreed upon. Under 
tihe charter one member of the ex¬ 
ecutive committee of the league is 
nominated by each of the following 
organizations: .the city government, 
through the Mayor, the school com¬ 
mittee, the Woman’s Club of Newton 
Onttie, the Newton Centre Improve¬ 
ment Association, a layman from each 
of the churches-—Roman Catholic, 
Episcopal, Methodist, Baptist. Con¬ 
gregational and Unitarian. Six mem¬ 
bers are also nominated from the vil¬ 
lage at large. 

With a committee so organized, 
there is every chance for effective 
co-operation, and duplication of effort 
1 b avoided. The officers are chair¬ 
man, secretary and treasurer; there 
are several committees, on play¬ 
ground. work extension, finance, en¬ 
ter’ uiument, education, membership 


and publicity, for example. The 
league’s funds are naised by the mem¬ 
berships. which ane of four classes: 
Regular memberships, $1 -to $10; sus¬ 
taining membemhtpa, $10 to $100; 
patron memberships. $100 and over; 
and Junior memberships with a nom¬ 
inal fee. 

The league’s directors agree that 
the key to the situation was the play¬ 
ground, a beautiful tract, lnlersecteu 
by a brook, in the heart of Newton 
Centre, which had been slowly de¬ 
veloped from year to year, as appro¬ 
priations had been secured from the 
city government. They determined 
to insure the purchase of the entire 
field and to engage an executive 
director, who should be ihe agent of 
the league in the supervision of 
games and sports, and in the execu¬ 
tion of such other plans as they 
should adopt. 

Both these undertakings were ac¬ 
complished. The field has been pur¬ 
chased and is now free from debt, 
and an expert from the International 
Young 'Men’s Christian Association 
Training School at Springfield, 'Mas¬ 
sachusetts, has been in charge since 
lost summer. A landscape architect 
supervises the esthetic development 
of the field, and the director has 
developed new baseball diamonds, 
tennis courts, play spots and pun¬ 
ning tracks. The athletic director has 
absolute control of the playground, 
•he is empowered with police author¬ 
ity by the city, and can issue permits 
for games or for the use of any part 
of the grounds at stated times 

Although the director organizes 
field athletics for the boys, he inter¬ 
feres as little as possible with the 
boys’ own initiative in play, but helps 
to perfect their arrangements, sug¬ 
gests better methods, outlines a 
wider variety of sports, and sees that 
all bad language is suppressed, and 
that fairness and good-fellowship are 
inciieased. A very marked improve¬ 
ment has been noted in the conduct 
of the boys engaged in the sports, 
whether in practice or in contests. 
They have learned to “play tihe game" 
in sportsmanlike fashion. 

The girls and younger children 
have also been well provided for— 
twelve swings, six teeter boards, six 
sand boxes and a half dozen first-class 
tennis courts forming only a portion 
of ihe equipment of the playground. 

During the first summer the ath¬ 
letic director successfully carried 
through an all-Newton Junior baseball 
league of seven teams from Newton 
Centre, Newtonville, Newton High¬ 
lands, Newton Upper Falls and New¬ 
ton. The Newton Centre team won 
afieri triple tying twice, in an after 
series In September. It is interesting 
to note the fact that no boy can be¬ 
come a member of any of these teams 
unless his scholarship ranks above a 
; certain average. All members of the 
various teams must also conform to 
simple Training rules, an important 
one being the prohibition of cigar¬ 
ette smoking. 

On Labor Day, besides the baseball 
games, the first aII-Newton all-round 


athletic field dev for amateurs wns 
held 

During the enme week the tennis 
tournament, which Is to be an annual 
feature, was begun. Through the 
generosity of a member of the league 
handsome cops were given, for boys 
and for young women, eaoh winner’s 
name lo be inscribed, and a throe- 
times winner to be owner of the cup. 
Football league® wero formed in Ihe 
fall. A committee of young Indies, 
Instructed the ghls In basket ball,! 
and every effort has been made *o oo- i 
eupy and interest every boy and 
girl in some congenial sport. 

Where fotlmcrly but a score of boys 
were to be seen playing ball, or a 
half dozen playing tennis daily on the 
big tract, since the -playground hoB 
been put in well-equipped condition 
there has been an attendance of boys 
and girls, some of them accompanied 
by their elders, of from fifty to one 
hundred during vacation in the 
mornings, and sevoTvty-flve to two 
hundred in the afternoons, and all on- 
gaged in play or practice of athletic 
games, from the modeling In sand t>y 
the youngest children, lo the athletic 
contests of the full-grown. Practical¬ 
ly all this has been under direction 
of the league. 

The league’s activities do not erase 
during the winter. Skating and slid¬ 
ing, snowshoelng, curling, tobox-^an- 
Ing and cross-country running are 
some of the events which are planned 
and organized by the athletic director 
In the colder months. Lectures and 
entertainments are also provided dur¬ 
ing the winter 

A room in a school building in one 
of the most thlokly settled districts 
of the town -was opened during cer¬ 
tain evenings, wheue boye met to 
read and play games. This feature 
proved so popular, the attendance 
averaging over 30 boys nightly, that 
a library branch and reading room 
is now established in the same build¬ 
ing, and a flourishing boys’ club has 
also sprung from the same nucleus. 

The boys of this town can partici¬ 
pate in the management of the league 
through Junior membership, for 
which a nominal fee is charged. 
This gives them an added interest 
in the league's affairs, and their 
labor and thought help to increase 
the value of the playground as a town 
institution. 

The Playground and Social Ser¬ 
vice League of Newton Centre has 
focused village recreation In Ideal 
surroundings, provided facilities and 
competent direction for youthful en¬ 
ergies, and established a permanent 
agency in the promotion of city ef¬ 
ficiency 

The league endeavors have enlisted 
the active support and proprietary 
Interest of the whole community. It 
is difficult to conceive of a finer kind 
of “village impflovement.” 

SOME RULES WORTH FOLLOWING

In the death lost Sunday of Mrs. 
Herbert W. Colby of Hyde street, 
Newton Highlands, thane paused out 
n gentle spirit which leaves behind 
it memories of kindness, womrnnlinesa 
and simplicity. It was a life whlrih 
combined domestic tnstce and virtues 
with efficient public service. 

In the quiet ways of personal in¬ 
fluence Mrs Oolby served the Com¬ 
monwealth for years ar a member of 
the State Board or Charities, with 
special -charge of young girls who 
were minon wards of the Btate. By 
her gifts of character she Influenced 
for good the live* of theso young 
girls In thein formative years. She 
won their confidence, lifted their stan¬ 
dards and estabHahed them >in right 
living. Many of those girls, who 
once were wards of the state, and 
now have homes and families of their 
own, looked to her with gratitude, foT 
she believed In their possibilities for 
good, and she inspired them wiith con- 
fldenoe in themselves. 

As a member of the Associated 
Charities of Newton she visited the 
homes of the poor, and by her sym¬ 
pathy, piety and counsel she dbecred 
and comforted many a humble house 
hold. 

But it was in the domestic sphere, 
In the relations of the home, that 
those who knew her best like most 
to think of her. In a lingering illness 
her piety and ipetlenoe were put to 
the test. Stricken In mld-Ufe with 
a fatal malady, she boro It with Chris¬ 
tian cheerfulness, and she gave cour¬ 
age and hope to all about her. 

In her home, and in the line of 
her chosen service, she went about 
doing good, (in quiet ways, in a gentle 
spirit, and by the gifts and virtues of 
a simple and womanly character. 

The funeral service was held at 
her home on Tuesday, July 12.

CUFF0RD S. 
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TWO DROWNED IN CHARLES RIVER CHILD SHOT PRAISED j TWO HURT 


In ft oanoe I ng accident on the 
Oharles river nt An burn dale, late Fri¬ 
day afternoon, two versons were 
drowned and two otheus reached the 
shore only after a lhaTd struggle In 
which they were thoroughly exhaust¬ 
ed. Those drowned were (Mary Ellen 
HIgginB, 20 year® old, who lived with 
her stepfather, Patrick Green, on 
Cranhenry lane, West Newton, and 
Thomas ,T. Regan, 2G years old. the 
son of Thomas Regan of 238 Adams 
street, Nonantum. 

John Gilmore of Watertown street, 
Nonantum, succeeded In reaching the 
shore., and saving the life of Mies 
Elizabeth Tracy of Hawthorne ave¬ 
nue, Aubumdale, who was the fourth 
member of the party. The bodies of 
Regan and iMIsa Higgins were taken 
from the water about half an hour 
after the aocldent, but the most skil¬ 
ful first aid treatment of doctor® and 
river police was unavailable. Regan 
was brought to the surface by Joseph 
O'Brien of Adams street, wbo was his 
friend and neighbor. He dove from 
Ibis canoe and groped about in the 
mud and water gmwth nt the bottom 
of the stream until he grasped I he 
wrist of the ilend man. He managed 
to get the body to the surface, where 
it was seized by the police officers. 
•Miss Higgins’ body was recovered by 
James Bwrgin, a well known swimmer 
of Waltham, who grappled for it. 

The pitiful feature of the fatal ac¬ 
cident was that the shore, toward 
which the quailtet was struggling, 
was -not more than 30 feet from the 
Bpot where the canoe overturned and 
the water In which the two were 
drowned is only about 10 feet deep. 

Regan was a strong swimmer but 
it 1 b thought that he became entan¬ 
gled In the thick grass of Ihe bottom 
and In his dying straggle® pulled >MIsb 
H iggins down with him. 

Regan «nd Gilmore were both thor¬ 
oughly familiar with handling oanoes 
and were Joint owners of the craft 
which capsized. They kept It at the 
No.umbega boathouse and started 
from there shortly before 3 o’clock. 
As they neared Weston bridge they 
saw the two girls standing near the 
railing. The canoe was paddled close 
to Ihe bank and the quartet laughed 
and chatted for some time until the 
young men invited the girls to ride 
with them. 

Regan took his place In the stern 
and Miss Tracy, who knew nothing of 
the knack of paddling, occupied the 
bow seat, while Gilmore and [Mias 
Higgins reclined on the cushions. No, 
one could give a clear account or the 
reason for the upset, but it la thought 
to have been duo to Tracy con¬ 

tinue! I y Changing her paddle from 
one side to the other. 

They had gone about 100 yarda 
from the bridge towairi Riverside 
when the oanoe turned bottom up¬ 
wards with the suddenness peculiar 
bo such craft. There was no one near 
on the river, although a man and wo¬ 


man sitting on a bench on the bank 
saw the accident and shouted the 
alarm to the police. 

Gilmore’s etory of what followed 
was terse. “The moment we rose to 
the surface after the plunge out of 
the canoe both gids ©nabbed me and 
I struck out for the tfliore. They did 
not struggle and I was making good 
headway until Miss Higgins screamed 
and I snw Tom thrashing about while 
ho grasped her around the legs. He 
must have been taken wPth ewamp for 
he was a good swimmer and he had 
only a short distance to go. I tried 
to keep 'May on the surface, but hlR 
weight pulled her down mid T hod 
bard work after all in getting toward 
shore with Miss Tracy. We were 
finally pulled into a boat by James 
Hflckett of West Newton.” 

The ‘Metropolitan Park police head¬ 
quarters Is just, below' the bridge, n 
Rlone’s throw from the scene of the 
drowning. The shouts of the couple 
who witnessed the affair brought Ser¬ 
geant. Burton P. 'Murray and Patrol- 
nisn Michael Rvan quickly to the 
ulace in the police launch, while Of¬ 
ficers Hardy, Goodwin and others 
rowed up in tit el if skiffs. As soon ns 
the bodies were recovered they w’ere 
taken to the emergency room at head¬ 
quarters and Dr. Thompson was 
called. The officers worked for more 
than an hour, trying artificial respir¬ 
ation and every other known device, 
to restore life but it was useless. 
Medical Examiner West viewed the 
bodies late in the afternoon and they 
were then turned over to relative®. 

■Miss Higgins was well known in 
West Newton. She was the only child 
in the family and worked in the 
Waltham watch factory, togethei 
with 'Miss Tracy. Regan, Wiho was 
a plumber, was one of the best known 
and most popular young men In the 
section where be lived. He had two 
younger sisters. He was quartermas¬ 
ter-sergeant of Company C, Fifth Reg¬ 
iment, M. V. M., bavin* been a mem¬ 
ber of the company for nine yearn 
Gilmore Is a private in the same 
company. Re©an Bpent the greater 
part of the day at the armory in New¬ 
ton preparing for the annual trip to 
Framingham of the company. When 
news of his death reached Newton 
the flag on the armory was placed at 
half staff. 

Elizabeth Tracy, who is 25 years 
old, is the daughter of James Tracy 
of 107 Hawthorne avenue, Auburn- 
dale. She has one brother. Gilmore 
is employed in the forestry depart¬ 
ment of the ctiy. 

The canoe that overturned was but 
16 feet long and was natriow of beam. 
There Is no doubt but what It was 
overloaded but Gilmore denied that 
they were Pooling and moving about. 
It Is the first, drowning from a oanoe 
or boat that the Riverside section has 
known in four years. 

A peculiar coincidence regarding 
Regan’s death is that the last mem¬ 
ber of Company C to meet death ac¬ 


cidentally was I’ll rate Ernest H. 
Gammons of West Newton, who was 
drowned when hlB oanoe upset In 
June, 1896. 

Haekett, who Assisted in getting 
Gilmore and Miss Tracy out of Ihe 
water, Is an employee of a Waltham 
bottling concern. He was delivering 
Ionic at a refreshment stand on the. 
shore of the river almost directly op-! 
posite the spot where the oanoe over- j 
turned and rowed out in one of the 
emergency boats that are kept at in¬ 
tervals along the bank. When he 
reached the two they were wading 
through the mud and grass and he 
assisted them into hlB boat from which 
they were transferred to one of the 
police skiffs and taken to the station 
house where they were treated by the 
physician. 

The funerals were held -Monday 
morning at 9 o'clock. Services for 
Miss Higgins were held in St. Ber¬ 
nard's Church at West Newton, while 
Regan's funeral was held at the 
Church of Our Lady at Newton. 

Regan was burled with full mil¬ 
itary honors befitting his rank 
From tlie time the body was brought 
to Ills home on Adams street until it 
was taken to the church a guard of 
honor from the company was on con- 
slant dulty. -Monday morning, the 
entire company, under command of 
Captain George Guilford, marched to 
the house «nd escorted the body to 
the church. The large auditorium was 
insufficient to accommodate all the 
friends who had gathered to pay tri¬ 
bute. The casket, draped in (he 
American flag, was carried into the 
church by First Sergeant Albert H 
Randall, Sergeant David If. Kerr, 
Sergeant Edward A. Wen mouth. Ser¬ 
geant Richard J. Davis, Sergeant An¬ 
drew Donnelly and Corporal Howard 
E. Reynolds. The other members of 
the company occupied seats in the 
front of the church. 

The requiem mass w’as celebrated by 
Re/v. Fr. A. S. Malone. The burial was 
in Oalvauy Cemetery at Waltham and 
the militiamen marched from the 
church to the grave, a firing squad of 
1G men, under command of Sergeant 
Randall, marching ahead of the 
hearse. At the grave the regulation 
three volleys were fired and Bugler 
Williams sounded taps. 

Ab the cortege entered the cemetery 
gate it was Joined by the funeral 
procession of Miss Higgins. The ser¬ 
vices at West Newton, which were 
largely attended, were conducted by 
Rev. Fr. Francis Cronin.

GRAPHIC ADS BRING RETURNS 


Arlene MeOourty, 3, only child of 
Mr .and 'Mrs. James H. McGourty of 
649 Washington street, Newtonville 
was accidentally ehot Saturday, a bul¬ 
let from a 22-oallbre rifle lodging in 
her head, fired by Arthur Boyd, Jfi, 
son of A. Henry Boyd or 17 Crafts 
street, Newtonville. 

The little girl was paralyzed in hen- 
right Bide for four hours following 
the aborning. At no time wna she 
unconscious, however, and local phys¬ 
icians, ns well as a specialist who 
was called, voiced the opinion that 
there is a good chance of her recov¬ 
ery. The bullet entered two Inches 
over the left eye and it is thought 
that It was deflected by the frontal 
bone of the skull. 

Young Boyd, when questioned, de¬ 
clared that he had picked the rifle 
up to examine it and then laid H down 
again. He did not. pull the trigger, 
did not see the little girl and said 
that he heard no report. His first 
knowledge of the shooting, he said, 
was when he heard the child cry out 
and saw blood on her forehead. The 
boy was heartbroken and lay for 
hours on the floor of his room crying 
and sobbing. Chief of Police Mitchell, 
who investigated the case, doubts the 
boy’s version, of the affair and says 
that he undoubtedly pulled the trig¬ 
ger. thinking that the rifle was not 
loaded. 

The shooting occurred on the rear 
porch of a house on Washington 
street near the McGourty home. It 
was occupied by the family of Louis 
H. iMancil, who were shipping their 
household effects to 'Michigan. Young 
Boyd was loitering about the yard 
when an armful of things were 
brought out. and laid on the pordh. 
Among them was a rifle, from which 
it was thought all the shells had been 
removed. Out of curiosity the boy 
was examining the weapon when it 
went off. 

Dr. F. M. O'Donnell was called and 
as soon as Mr. Boyd heard of the 
■accident be Instructed the wounded 
child’s panents to secure the services 
of a specialist and a nurse.

At the summer outing of the Nor¬ 
folk Club at Nantasket last Saturday 
Senaion Ixxlge paid a high compliment 
to Congressman John \V. Weeks, say- 
in© in part: 

“Also, I wish to say a word in re¬ 
gard to the congressman who repre¬ 
sents Massachusetts from Norfolk 
county. The debt the country and 
party owe to him for the success that

“In the first place, as chairman of 
the committee on postoffceB and post- 
roads he sent over to the Senate the 
great postoffice appropriation bill, 
which he had framed and passed 
through the House, and that bill 
passed the Senate without the slight¬ 
est amendment. Such a thing may 
have happened before, but not within 
my knowledge or experience in pub¬ 
lic life have I ever before seen the 
Senate take a House appropriation 
bill, especially one of the great bills 
like this, and pass it without a single 
change. It was a very great tribute 
to the perfection with which that bill 
had been prepared, under the leader¬ 
ship of the chairman of the House 
committee.” 

Mt. Weeks’ part In framing a new- 
postal Ravings bank bill, making a 
good one after a poor start by others. ’ 
which was concurred in by the Sen¬ 
ate without a single change, was clt- 1 
ed by Mr. Ix>tige, who added: “Now. 
Jet me say to you that that was a 
great feat and showed that Mr. Weeks 
was a very able and skilful legislator 
and maker of laws. (Applause.) I 
have not quite finished. (Laughter.) 
His virtues are many. 

‘Twice the Senate passed what is 
known as the Appalachian bill, the I 
bill to enable the government under 
proper restrictions to take possession 
of certain lands in the White Moun¬ 
tains and Appalachian range, with a 
view to the preservation of the for¬ 
ests. The first time it failed in the 
House. The second time the House 
sent it back to us so late that it was 
impossible to deal with it. This time 
the bill came through the House 
again—It came late, but we were able 
In the Senate, where there Is a de¬ 
cisive majority in its favor, to make 
that agreement to take a vote on the 
15th of February next, whioh insures 
the passage of that law. Now that 
bill that was passed through the 
House was passed under the leader¬ 
ship and by the energy and influence 
of vour congressman. 

*‘I don’t think that he Is in any 
danger ob to his re-election. But 1 
sav these things because I think they 
ought to be known. He won’t sax 
them himself and somebody ought to 
sav them and 1 have told you just 
what his achievements have been and 
how proud you have reason to be to 
have such a congressman represent¬ 
ing you in Washington."

EXPORTS IN THE FISCAL YEAR 

1910, BY PRINCIPAL ARTICLES. 

Details of the exports by principal 
articles during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1910, have just been prepared 
by the Bureau of Statistics of the De 
partment of (Commerce and l^abor 
They .show in nearly all of the ar¬ 
ticles of natural production <a marked 
decline in the exports -of 1910 com¬ 
pared with earlier years. In certain 
manufactures the figures fon 1910 are 
larger than in any preceding year, 
and the total for all manufactures 
will probably exceed any earlier year 
though the compilation showing the 
total manufactures exported has not 
yet been completed. 

The statements as arranged by the 
buneau states tfhe exports in the order 
of magnitude, by values Cotton, of 
course, beads the list of principal ar¬ 
ticles exported. .The total value oi 
the exports of unmanufactured cotton 
during the fiscal year 1910 was 45D 
million dollars, against 481 million In 
(he fiscal year 1907. Copper Is Beoond 
on. the list. 83 1-2 million dollars, 
against 100 million in 1908. Illum¬ 
inating oil occupies third place on the 
list, 62 1-2 million dollars against 71 
-million in the fiscal year 1909. Whoa 
occupies fourth place in the list, the 
value being 47 million dollars in 
round terms, against 113 million dol¬ 
lars in 1902, 145 1-2 million in J898. 
and 161 million In 1892. the high rec¬ 
ord year of exports. Flour oocuple* 
the next position on tihe list, 4 3 1-2 
million dollars value against 73 mil- 
ion dollars in 1893. Lard ranks sixth 
D A Ut ° r Pflnclpal articles ox- 
potted, 43 million dollars value again*** 
G0 ™J U [ on dollars In 1906. Tobacco 
which holds seven place in the list 
of articles exported, show’s a larger 
total for 1910 than In any earlier year 
the value being 38 million dollars 
against 3u million In 1903. Lumber 
under the general title of ••boards, 
planks and deals,” amounts to 37 mil¬ 
lion dollars against 40 million In 1907 
Upper leather shows a larger total’ 
than In any earlier year, 27 million 
dollars against 22 million in 1907. 
Corn shows a total of but 25 1-2 iml- 
tion dollars in value against 85 mil¬ 
lion in 1900. <Bituminous coal shows 
a larger total than In any earlier yeAt. 
26 million dollars against 25 1-2 mil¬ 
lion in 1908. and lubricating oil ilso 
shows a larger total for 1 910 than 
ever before, 21 million dollars agtiins' 
20 million In 1908. 

Of the 50 principal articles ex¬ 
ported, enumerated In the Bureau of 
Statistics' statement, those which 
show larger totals than In any earlier 
year are uppen lentiler, hoots an I 
tlioes, furs and fur skins. A 1 item oldies, 
electrical Instruments, lubricatin'.; oil. 
tcbucco and coal, both anthracite and 
bituminous. The articles In which 
ihe falling off Is most striking arc 
corn, wilt eat, flour and meats; wheal 
fulling from 161 million dollars in 
1892 to 47 million In 1910; corn, from 
85 million dollars in 1900 to 231-5 
million in 1910; flour, from 73 million 
dollars in 1893 to 46 1-2 million in 
1910; lard from 60 million dollars in 
1906 to 43 million in 11M0: bacon, 
from 46 million in 1898 to 18 1-7 mil¬ 
lion in 1910: hams and shoulders, 
from 26 million dollars In 1903 to 18 
million In 1910; pickled pork, from 
13 million dollars in 1907 to 11-2 mil¬ 
lion in 1910; fresh beef, fnom 32 mil¬ 
lion dollars in 1901 to 7 3-4 mill ion hi 
1910; and cattle, from 12 ntllBon d« .1- 
lars in 1904 to 12 mil lion in 1913.

The Opal. 

In Judging an opal color is of the 
greatest Importance. Bed lire or red 
in combination with yellow, blue a ml 
green Is the best. Blue by itself 
is quite valueless, and the greeu opal 
Is not of great value unless the color 
is very vivid and the pattern very 
good. The color must be true—that is 
to say, It must not run lu streaks or 
patches, alternating with a colorless 
or iuferior quality. Pattern is nil Im¬ 
portant factor, the several varieties 
being known ns “pin fire” when the 
grain is very siiinll. “harlequin" when 
the color is in small squares, the more 
regular the better, and the "flash fire.” 
or “flash opal." when the color shows 
as a single flash or lu very large pat¬ 
tern. Harlequin Is the most common 
aud Is also popularly considered the 
most beautiful. When the squares of 
color are regular and show as dis¬ 
tinct minute checks of red. yellow, 
blue and green it Is considered mag¬ 
nificent. Some stones show better on 
edge than on top.—Exchange. 

Kept Them Dancing.

About the same 
materials are used, ami t he processes 
are almost precisely similar to those In 
vogue hundreds of years ago. It Is 
true that tanners of the present day 
have found a means of greatly shorten¬ 
ing the time required to convert a hide 
into leather ami that steam power and 
modem machinery have done much to 
expedite and improve the processes of 
finishing the leather; but, after all. the 
principals of tanning remain the same 
as they have been from the first.—

TELEPHONES AND TELEPHONING 

Most men-—and women—use more 
nervous force in speaking through the 
telephone than would be needed to j 
keep them stiiong and healthy for 
years. 

It Is good to note that the more we i 
keep in harmony with natural laws 
the more quiet we are forced to be. 
Nature knows no strain. Trim set- 
ence knows no strain. Therefore a 
st ra ined hlgh-pi J oh ed voice does not 
carry over the telephone wire as well 
as a low one. 

If every woman using the telephone 
would remember this fact the good 
accomplished would be thricefold. 
She would save her own nervous 
••nergy. She would save the ears of 
the woman at the other end of the 
wire. She would make herself heard 

Patience, gentleness, firmness—a 
quiet concentration—oil tell immeas¬ 
urably over the telephone wire. 

Impaiiencie. rudeness, indecision 
and diffuseness blur communication 
by telephone even more than they do 
when one is face to face with the 
iter son talking. 

It is as if the wire itself resented 
these inhuman phases of humanity . 
and spit back at the person who in¬ 
stil red it by trying' to transmit over 
It such unintelligent bosh. 

There are people who feel that if, 1 
they do not get an immediate answer 
at the telephone they have a right 
to demand and get good service by 
means of an angry telephonic sputter. 

The result of this attempt to scold 
the telephone girl is often an Impul-1 
sive, angry response on her part—' 
which she may be sorry for later on—i 
and if the sendee is more prompt for I 
that time it reacts later to what ap-l 
pears to be the same deficiency. 

No one was ever kept steadily up 
(to time by angry scolding. It is 
against reason. 

To a demanding woman who is 
strained and tired herself, a wait of 
10 seconds seems 10 minutes. I have 
heai-d such a woman ring the tele¬ 
phone bell almost without ceasing for 
15 minutes. I could hear her strain 
and anger inflected in the ringing of 
the bell. When finally ■she "got her 
party” the strain in her high-pitched i 
voice made it impossible for her to | 
lie clearly understood. Then she got 
angry again because ‘‘Central” had , 
not ‘‘given her a better connection.” 
and finally came away from the tele¬ 
phone nearly in a state of nervous 
collapse and insisted that the tele¬ 
phone would finally end hen life. 1 
do not think she once suspected that 
Ihe whole state of fatigue which had

A NEWJHEORY 

OF THE FORMATION OF THE EARTH 


By J. F. Friable, M. D. 

Solent 1st ft are evolving a new the¬ 
ory of the formation of nn earth nnd 
all other worlds, In opposition to the 
old theory of Ij<mi PI are, which has 
been for a long time accepted by the 
scientific world. The theory Is that 
our earth has grown, from a small 
sphere to Its present size, through 
accretion, by the gathering to Itselt 
of other meteors and aerolites from 
the surrounding space nnd that the 
same process is still going on. In 
other words, that It has been In the 
past and Is now drawing the spheres, 
greater and small, to Itself and thus 
our earth has grown from small be¬ 
ginnings to Its present size. They 
claim that In earlier times these 
rounded bodies came thick nnd fast 
and the world grew rapidly, but that 
now the accretion Is very slow and 
slight. Astronomers tell us there is 
a broad belt of meteor In the sky 
which is composed of these meteors, 
circling through space, and that when 
our earth, lu its progress around the 
sun, cuts across this belt, uncounted 
numbers are drawn to us and gath¬ 
ered on the external surface. 

It Is estimated tnat hundreds nnd 
perhaps thousands or ton aser added 
to this earth each year. 

The most of these arc Bniall but 
sometimes a large one is caught by 
its near proximity and the attnac- 
tion of gravitation. In September of 
each year we cross this meteoric belt 
and capture a few of them, which we 
call shooting stars. But about three 
times In a century we see many more 
and capture a greater number. These 
meteors, when they come hurrying 
from space, earthward, enter our at¬ 
mosphere with tremendous velocity. 
The density of the atmsophere is so 
great, the frlciion results in great 
heat—so great that many of these are 
burned up. and only the ashes—star 
dust—reaches us. Others, larger, be¬ 
come Incandescent and the outside is 
melted and wiped off by the atmos¬ 
phere giving them a smooth, polished 
appearance. 

Occasionally the heat becomes so 
intense the meteor explodes with a 
loud noise, and the fragments come 
hurtling to the earth. Some of large 
size reach the earth and the impact 
ts -so great It produces a small sized 
local earthquake. Many years ago a 
fallen meteor was reported to have! 
come to the earth of large size and 
penetrated to the depth of 18 feet. 
It was very ihot and retained its heat 
for several days. A few weeks ago 
a meieor fell out West that retained 
its heat for many hours. 

What are termed falling stars are 
those meteors rendered Incandescent 
by the friction of the atmosphere as 
they come through it. 

I have seen these meteors by the 
hundreds, from the size of a pea up 
to 2000 pounds. Peary brought from 
the Arctic regions one of the largest 
yet discovered. 

In the Smithsonian Institute at 
Washington therte is a meteorite 
that weighs 1400 pounds. It was dis¬ 
covered in Mexico, where It was used 
as an anvil by a rude 'Mexican black¬ 
smith. It haB an oval hole in the cen¬ 
ter which made it useful'for an anvil. 
Meteors are composed largely of iron, j 
collect, meteoric iron. In combination 
with'cobalt, tin, copper and menganlse 
in varying proportions. 

There has never been found in 
these visitors from the beyond any 
new mineral or chemical combination. 
All are the same as those found on 
our earth, thus proving them to have 
the same origin. 

With possibly one exception, there 
has neven been anything to indicate 
plant existence in that far off crea¬ 
tion. That possible exception is the 
diamond, which 1 b believed to be of 


vegetable origin. In one aerolite at 
least there was found what was 
thought to be n diamond. If that was 
a real diamond, and If the old theory 
of their origin Is correct, that meteor 
must have come from a planet on 
which plant life existed Then this 
planet must have exploded or been 
crushed from some collision in the 
sky. 

The theory of the formation of the 
diamond is ns follows: Certain chem¬ 
ical changes take place In the vege¬ 
table matter of which coal Is formed; 
ferns, moss, wood and peat is the 
result; when these substances are 
burled beneath water and mud. Those 
changes do not take place In contact 
with the air. 

Othen chemical changes follow and 
the peat is converted into llgmlte or 
brown coal. Then further chemical 
combinations and changes take place 
and bituminous or e-annel coal Is 
formed. This bituminous coal is con¬ 
sidered the typical coal. 

Then, following earthquakes, ac¬ 
companied by fracture of the coal 
beds with upheaval and down throws 
and moving of strata houlzontally de¬ 
veloping intense heat, and bituminous 
coal Is changed to anthracite. As 
these processes take place the heat 
causes the formation of gases which 
are now utilized as natural gas—the 
production of .petroleum which is 
brought to the surface by millions of 
barrels and bitumen. 

Another change takes place, the 
gases escape, new chemical combina¬ 
tions nesult and \ve have left graphite, 
a pure carbon used in tho manufac¬ 
ture of load pencils and the arts. 
And then the last and complete 
change takeB place—this graphite be¬ 
comes crystalized and behold, the ul¬ 
timate perfection of all these pro¬ 
cesses, the diamond. 

We see the growing plant at the 
beginning of the series and the beau¬ 
tiful, sparkling diamond, when all the 
changes are complete.

Salvatore Spinelll, 25 years old, an 
Italian shoemaker who lives at 76 
Border street, West Newton, was In 
court Tuesday morning charged with 
breaking and entering. Probable 
muse was found and he was (held for 
tihe grand Jury In bonds of $1000. 

His arrest followed the robbery In 
the home of John H. Kellar at 174 
Webster street. West 'Newton, early 
Sunday morning. Kellar was awak¬ 
ened and saw a man climbing through 
the window with a pair of trousera 
over his arm, the pockets of which 
contained $50. He gave chase but 
the thief got away. Later the miss¬ 
ing trousers were found (hidden be¬ 
neath some shrubbery, with the 
■money intact. 

Charles Moore, a negro, was the 
principal witness for the police. He 
declared that he was working in his 
garden at 4 o’clock Sunday morning 
and eaw a man who closely resembled 
SlpineLJI running away from the Kel¬ 
lar home. 

After the trial a number of Splnel- 
li’s relatives attacked 'Moore on the 
steps of police headquarters They 
struck and kicked him until the police 
were obliged to inlenfere.

HOW TO SLEEP OUTDOORS. 

“Directions for living and sleeping 
in ihe open air,” is the title of a 
pamphlet being sent out today by 
the National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis to Its 
local representatives in all parts of 
the United States. 

The pamphlet Is meant to be a 
handbook of Information for anybody 
who desires to sleep out of doors In 
his own home. It emphasizes the 
fact that outdoor sleeping Is as de¬ 
sirable for the well as for sick. The 
booklet will be sent free of charge 
to anyone applying for it at the 
headquarters of the National Associa¬ 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis in New York, or 10 the 
secretary of any local or state anti- 
tuberculosis association. 

Some of the subjects of which the 
pamphlet treats ate, how to take the 
open-air treatment in a tenement 
house; how to build a small shack or 
cabin on a flat roof in the city; how 
to make one comfortable while sleep¬ 
ing outdoors either in hot or cold 
weather; how to arrange a porch on 
a country house; and how to build a 
■cheap porch; the construction of tents 
and tent houses; the kinds of beds 
and l>edding lo use in outdoor sleep¬ 
ing, and ‘various other topics. The 
book is well illustrated and attrac¬ 
tively prepared. 

The object of Hie book is to sug¬ 
gest particularly to consumptives who 
cannot secure admission to a sanl- 
lorluiu how they can l>e treated at 
home under the direction of a physi¬ 
cian. In view of the fact that there 
are less than 25,000 hospital bode In 
i ho United* States for consumptives 
and fully 200,000 who should be in 
hospitals, the National Association 
urges that more attention be paid to 
sleeping In properly provided plaeeB 
at borne, and that In every case the 
best be made of the patient’s en- 
, vlronment.

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The iinn mm cement of lowered tax 
rmos by many of our neigh boring 
oltlos is probably due to the increase 
those places receive from the opera¬ 
tion of the corporation lax law, Wal¬ 
tham and Watertown will “ lienefft 
largely by the Law, while Brookline, 
which increases its tax rale, suffers 
even more than Newton. It is to he 
noted that Somerville, with a popula¬ 
tion of nearly double that of Newton, 
has a valuation of about $ 66 , 000,000 
this yean as compared with a Newton 
valuation last year of over $71,000,000. 
Newton's rate this year will undoubt¬ 
edly exceed that just announced 
by Somerville of $1S.J>0.

Newton automobile owners should 
be interested in the hearing next 
Wednesday before the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission on the recent 
onder of the Boston Park Commission 
excluding automobiles from the prin¬ 
cipal parkways of the city of Boston. 
The approval of the exclusion order 
•by the Highway Commission would 
seriously hamper the pleasure of many 
residents of Newton and undoubtedly 
would add to the danger of automo¬ 
bile driving thru crowded city streets. 

WATER PIPE BURST. 

The, bursting of a two-inch service 
pipe running from the city water main 
into the building at 279-2S1 Washing -1 
ton street some time Saturday night 
undermined a considerable section of 
the street and finally burst through. 
creating a small washout and culling 
out the emergency crew of the depart¬ 
ment. 

fchoirtly before noon water was seen 
bubbling through the street surface 
at a point just out of Nonun turn 
square. An automot*!© passing by I 
at the time caused the surface of ma¬ 
cadam to settle more than two feet 
and u makeshift barricade was placed 
there while the warter department was 
notified. 

When workmen arrived it was 
nece&sany to do consiserable excavat¬ 
ing before the exact location of tne 
break was discovered and then it was 
found that the broken pipe was 1.1 
feet from ihe place where the street 
had caved in- The break is said to 
have been duo to ihe fact that the 
water pipe was laid across the bed 
of a sewer. The earth in this ditch 
had settled and its weight had 
snapped the water pipe. 

The excavating done by the work-' 
men showed the effects of the damage 
to the street. The surface of the 
roadway was ©Hacked along the side | 
of the street car tracks and againj 
near ihe curbing and the entire crown¬ 
ing had settled. For n considerable 
distance on the macadam top surface' 
was left the gravel Immediately un- 
dorneaui having been washed away, 
and extensive repairs will be neces-s 
sary.

NEW LIGHTING; 

After a thouough testing and sev- 
eral conferences Mayor Hatfield, 
Street Commissioner C. W. Ross and 
Fire Chief W. B. Randlett have agreed 
on a new plan of lighting the New¬ 
ton boulevard from Lake street to 
Weston bridge. The thoroughfare is 
already one of the finest automobile 
roads in the countuy and with the 
new lights will compare favorably with 
the best. The Edison Electric Illu¬ 
minating Company is to install 72 
“magnetite” lamps, each of S00 candle- 
rower. The lamps will be situated 
•100 feet apart and will be placed on 
the automobile roadway on poles 24 
feet high. This is thought to be a 
better plan than that tried in Boston 
with similar lights where they were 
placed in the centre of the boulevard 
and their brilliance dlscounteded by 
thick foliage. The new lamps will 
■cost $42 each n. year for. installation 
and will be burned at a cost or 11-3 
cents per kilowatt. The old style of 
light, of which there are 59 on the 
boulevard, cost $36 each at the start 
and the cost per kilowatt hour was 
1 1-2 cents.

Printing a Coin on Linen. 

The print of a silver coin or medal 
may bo innde on silk or linen by dip¬ 
ping the fabric in a solution of nitrate 
of silver and stretching It over the 
face of the coin until the image Is Im¬ 
printed. The llneu Is sensitized by dip¬ 
ping It Into a solution of nitrate of 
sliver, made by dissolving sixty or 
eighty grains of nitrate of sliver In 
one ounce of water. Wet the portion 
of the cloth which 1 h to receive the 
Impression In the solution and when 
nearly dry draw It over the face of the 
coin and tie it nt the back. Expose to 
a wenk light, njid in n few minutes the 
raised design of tbe coin will appear 
on the Unou. As soon as the print Is 
dark enough remove and wush in clear 
water. When nearly dry Iron it 
smooth with a warm iron, placing a 
piece of (issue paper over the print. 
In printing from the colu or medal, it 
Is advisable to paste a piece of paper 
on tbe reverse side, so that the silver 
will not come In contact with the sen¬ 
sitized fabric.

AT OXFORD 


WITH COLJtOOSEYELT 

Paris, France, June 12, 1910. 

You will, long before this, have 
seen an official account of the lunch 
given to Mr. Roosevelt by the Amer¬ 
ican Rhodes' scholar© at Oxford. We 
wore among the few favored outsiders 
who were Invited, and greatly did we 
appreciate the honor. 

We travelled from Ixmdon to Oxford 
in the car newt 40 the Roosevelt par¬ 
ty. and felt quite like ne«,r-BlJk,or some 
such article. For were we not going 
to lunch with them today, and hnd 
they not lunched Informally with the 
King and Queen at Marlboro House 
only yesterday! And we had taken a 
pleaisant walk up the Mali and looked 
thro’ the fence at that palace, as well 
as St. James and Buckingham, only 
the day before that. There the ro- 
dodendrons were in their glory, mak¬ 
ing <lhe grounds very beauliful. At 
Oxford the RooseveJt party were met 
by 4Ihe vice-chancellor (the resident 
head or Oxford University) in his 
crimson and red kimona. The colors, 
although hideous, just about matched 
his complexion. Of course cameras 
were pointed at the party by various 
people. 

You will have seen in.the Boston 
papers an account of -the official pow¬ 
wowing with the city officials before 
■the luncheon. There was bo much 
red tape that the luncheon was post¬ 
poned almost an hour. It was held in 
Masonic Hall, which was gay with 
red. white and blue flowers. 

While waiting for the guests we 
were interested in .talking with the 
Rhodes’ scholars. They must he 
.Anglo-Saxons; and from our country 
two are selected friom each stale. A 
man muBt be at least a sophomore in 
college, and the choice does not de¬ 
pend entirely on a man’s mental abil¬ 
ity. They are allowed $1500 a year 
for expenses, part of which must be 
spent In travelling during the vaca¬ 
tions: six weeks at Christmas, six at 
Easter, and 10 In summer. Our boys 
are expected to take the lead in both 
scholarship and athletics, which Is 
nather hard on them, especially as 
(luring the weeks -that they are 
obliged to travel, the English boys do 
all their studying, in order to devote 
the remainder of the year to ath¬ 
letics. 

In travelling from London the road 
follows the Thames River much of 
the way, crossing it several times. It 
is so narrow and so winding thiat I 
should think the students would have 
difficulty in -rowing on it, which they 
do every day In the year. I spoke of 
this to a student who sat on miy left, 
whose home is beside the ’Mississippi, 
and you can Imagine the scorn with 
which he spoke of "That litttle brook 
railed the Thames!” On Thanksgiv¬ 
ing day the American hoys at Oxford 
invite those at Cambridge to a regular 
home dinner, with tuilkey and cran¬ 
berry sauce. Last year they had a 
Lady Baltimore cake sent from home 
to eai with their ice cream. 

After the lunch the president of 
the American Club tactfully intro¬ 
duced Ambassador Reid, who pro¬ 
posed the health of King George and 
President Taft. Then Mn Roosevelt 
spoke very happily for about 10 min¬ 
utes. Of course there was great en¬ 
thusiasm among our boys during the 
speech. 

After the lunch he went to the 
“Sheldcnlan" and gave the “Romanes” 
lecture, which is given once a year 
by one of the best speakers in the 
world.

Few 
persons like truth, even in honieo. 

But, 
while preatlhers and crlitOiK are criti¬ 
cised for what they do say, no one 
thinks of giving them credit for what 
they do not say.

Very many people harbor the belief 
that newspapers are eager to publish 
derogatory things. It's a mistake, j 
There isn't a newspaper that could 
not spring ft sensation in the com¬ 
munity at any time by merely telling, 
what It knows. Thre Is not a news- 
par**** that does not keep under the 
tho lock of secrecy scores of derog¬ 
atory things whlcn never meet the 
public eye ot reach the public ear. 
Deciding what not to print is the 
most troublesome puff: of newspaper 
wotik. 

How many good stories are sup¬ 
pressed for innocent relatives and for 
the public good nobody outside a news- 
paper«offlce has any idea of. 

In some instances he who flies into 
a passion because a. newspaper prints 
something about him which ho con¬ 
siders uncomplimentary has every 
reason to feel profoundly grateful to 
the newspaper for publishing so little 
of what it knows about him. And 
oft times <ihe loudest bluffer is the 
most vulnerable to attack. A big 
noise is often a device employed to 
cover trepidation. 

Newspapers put up with more bluff¬ 
ing than any other agency would en¬ 
dure. It la not because they lack 
courage; it Is because they are un¬ 
willing to use their power to destroy 
or ruin unless the interests of society 
Imperatively demand It. 

It might be well for some people to 
reflect upon these truths and in silent 
gratitude accept mild admonition lest 
worse befall them.—Qonneaut News 
Herald.

Rtclpea For Invisible Ink. 

The following ore the Ingredients 
of the most common invisible Inks: 
Sulphate of copper and snl ammoniac, 
equal pnrts, dissolved in water; writes 
colorless, but turns yellow when heat¬ 
ed. Onion Juice. like tlie last. A weuk 
Infusion of galls; turns black when 
moistened with weak copperas water, 
A weak solution of sulphate of iron; 
turns blue when moistened with a 
weak solution of prussiate of potash 
aud black with Infusion of galls. The 
diluted solutions of nitrate of silver 
and terchlorido of gold; darken when 
exposed to the sunlight. Aqua fortls, 
spirits of salt, oil of vitriol, common 
salt or saltpeter, dissolved In a large 
quantity of water; turns yellow or 
brown when heated. Solution of nitro- 
muriate of cobalt; turns green when 
heated and disappears ou cooling. Solu¬ 
tion of acetate of cobalt to which n 
little niter has been added; becomes 
rose colored when heated and disap¬ 
pears on cooling.

A cunner pot was first visited with 
the purpose of baiting, In order to 
prepare for the irexf day's woiik. A 
cunner pot is similar to a lobster pot 
wJMi the exception that it has one 
closed end and two funnel-shaped ar¬ 
rangements of net In sequence at the 
opposite end. The bait for dinners 
are crabs, the shell being broken un¬ 
der the 'heel of a ’boot, and six or 
eight being thrown into each com¬ 
partment of the cunner pots. It was 
allowed to sink, and we -were actually 
on our way for lobsters. 

My friend was an up-to-date lobster 
man. and had a string of 80 pots all 
along the Plymouth shore. Lobsters 
frequent only rocky bottoms and for 
several miles tile rocky strip was but 
a few hundred feet in width, on which 
t'he fouti men who were In the busi¬ 
ness In this locality placed their pots 
at frequent intervals. Each lobster 
man has a colored wooden bouy at¬ 
tached to his pots, 

A lobster pot, as almost everyone 
knows, is a half circular arrangement 
of wooden laths a little over three 
feet in length, and 15 or 16 inches in 
height at the centre. At each end 
is a funnel-shaped arrangement of net¬ 
ting with an opening -about four Inches 
in diameter. Half-way between these 
and hanging from centre of the pot 
is an iron hook, On which the bait Is 
placed. Several of the laths are ar¬ 
ranged to act like -a door, so that the 
imp can be baited and its contents 
removed. Encili pot has 16 fathoms 
or ilfi feet of ropo with a buoy ai- 


transferred to the car This was a 
wooden box made of two-inch timber, 
is six feet in length, four feet In 
width and one foot in depth, attached 
to a mooring and floating on top of 
the water. Inside there are two com¬ 
partments, one for lobsters measur¬ 
ing between nine and ten and a half 
Inches, the other for lobsters larger 
than ten and one-half Inches Out of 
the 60 lobsters which we liad taken 
that day. and which were considered 
a fair catch, 13 were over the ten 
and one-half inch length and were 
worth 20 cents each, while the others 
were worth 12 cents each.

This theoretical advantage, how¬ 
ever, did not nt all counterbalance the 
general clumsiness of tho weapon and 
its unhandiness In guarding, and bo 
the mercurial swords, as they were 
called, from which their Ingenious In¬ 
ventor hoped so much, were rather 
military curiosities than practical suc¬ 
cesses.

REDUCTION SALE 
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Efforts aio bellip, made In some 
quarters to prejudice the public by 
insinuating tihat the purchase anti use 
of automobiles by our city officials 
Oias created such n deficit In the ap¬ 
propriations ns to require a material 
reduction in the force of city laborens. 
As a matter of fact, it has been the 
policy of tilie city to give the officials 
having charge of outdoor work the 
best facilities possible for that pur¬ 
pose, and it has been proved that 
more and better work can be done by 
high salaried and conscientious men 
In this manner. These automobiles, 
many of wihch have been in use for 
some time, were in each instance 
charged to the appropriation made for 
the different departments, so that 
only the autos purchased by the street 
department are made a charge to the 
appropriations for maintenance of 
sweets, dust laying, and sewer con¬ 
struction and maintenance, from 
which the bulk of the labor force is 
paid. T(he appropriations for these 
purposes have bad extraordinary calls 
-tilie present year, and a large amount 
of work has been done in the early 
part of the season instead of being 
spread over the entire working period 
of the year as formerly. This has 
necessitated a reduction at Hhe pres¬ 
ent time, If the appropriations are to 
last for the whole year, and Street 
Commissioner Rosa has made arrange¬ 
ments for the employment of the men 
suspended, by a contractor in charge 
of the work for the metnopolitan 
water works. There is absolutely no 
call for either a criticism of the use 
of automobiles nor for lack of work 
for all city employees. 

“While there are no definite figures 
announced by the poBtoffice depart¬ 
ment, enough Is known to si ate that 
the large reduction In the usual defi¬ 
cit for the past year has been ac¬ 
complished without changing the pos¬ 
tal rates on second class matter so 
strenuously advocated by President 
Taft and the postmaster-general. 
While the amount of second class 
matter has increased slightly, the 
deficit has been cut down more than 
50 per cent. 

Evidence continues to multiply that 
in Governor Draper the state has an 
executive amply qualified to admin¬ 
ister its afTalrs to the highest ad¬ 
vantage. The Governor made a ten 
strike in arranging the lease of the 
Common wealth pier to the (New Haven 
inilrond at the. price of $70,000 an¬ 
nually. Massachusetts ought to ac¬ 
knowledge his services With a hand- 
some vote next November. 

A strong effort should be made by 
the Republican city committee to in¬ 
duce hundreds of fine men of this 
city to take out naturalization papers, 
in many oases it is simply a case of 
neglect, and a litile intelligent work 
in this direction would materially aid 
the party. 

The tax rate for 1'JlO which will 
probably bo announced early next 
week will undoubtedly be considerably 
larger than last year's rate of $ 18 , 110 . 
Let us hope that the assessors have 
been unusually vigilant.
